CAIRO, April 25, (UPI): A 
Cairo court has ruled a wife 
may kick her husband out if 
she owns their home or holds 
the lease, a local press report 
said. 

The cassation court said under 
Islamic law the responsibility 
of providing the home rests 

: with the man, the newspaper 
A1 Akhbar reported in 
today's editions. 

The court, one of Egypt’s high- 
est, ruled a mail is obligated to 
buy or rent living quarters 
which he should furnish for 
his wife. If the wife does so, 
then she is doing it “out of 
tolerance and not because of 
any prior obligation,” the 
court said. 

In this case, the court said the 
wife has the right to kick her 
husband out or bar him from 
die home. 

Response 

The court issued the ruling in res- 
ponse to a lawsuit filed by an 
unidentified woman who 
barred her husband from 
their apartment on the 
grounds she held the lease for 

it and owned the furniture. 

A lower court ruled in the man's 
favour, arguing the marriage 
bond gave him the right of 
access to the apartment. The 
cassation court ruling rever- 
sed the lower court decision. 

Many apartments in Egypt 
remain vacant because they 
qre too expensive for most 
citizens, who face a lack of 
affordable housing.

No ransom paid for 
hostages: Premier 


HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier, Sheikh Saad AI 
Abdullah, has denied that a 
deal was struck with the air 
pirates or a ransom was paid 
to secure the release of the 
passengers aboard the 
hijacked Kuwaiti airliner, AI 
Jaberiya. 

The Crown Prince called on all 
citizens to be caulious of those 
spreading such rumours. 

In a meeting with Kuna's 
board chairman and editor-in- 
chief of local dailies at AI Shaab 
Palace on Sunday night. Sheikh 
Saad praised the PLO chairman 
for his efforts to free the hostages 
while in Larnaca, Cyprus and 
also the efforts exerted by the 
Algerian and the Cypriot auth- 
orities. 

Information Minister Sheikh 
Jaber Mubarak AI Hamad also 
attended the meeting. 

Urged 

'Hie Premier recalled that 
while the hijacked plane was in 
Mashhad, Kuwait urged the 
Iranian authorities to keep the 
aircraft grounded until all pa— 
sengers were freed. He ref uted an 
Iranian statement saying that 
Iran proposed to Kuwait to 
storm the plane.

He noted Lhat despite threats 
by the hijackers to kill all on 
board the plane if their demands 
were not met, Kuwait kept say- 
ing "no” to any kind of bargain 
or deal “no matter what the con- 
sequences.” 

He said: “Kuwait has proved 
to the whole world that it will not 
budge an inch from its princi- 
ples." 

"I always told you that the 
strength of the Kuwaiti people 
lies in the unity of the home from, 
and all said in one voice: "We 
refuse to bow and we reject 
blackmail.” 

Replying to a question on 
Kuwait's stand on the rumours 
claiming that a deal was struck 
between the government and the 


hijackers. Sheikh Saad stressed: 
“We don't work in the dark. We 
have worked and will work for 
the interest of Kuwait and its 
people.” 

On ihe formation of a commit- 
tee to find the loopholes in 
security measures which led to 
the hijacking. Sheikh Saad said 
the cabinet has already decided 
to form a special committee 
under the chairmanship of Jus- 
lice Minister Dhari AI Othman. 

Freedom 

“The committee will have 
complete freedom and all the 
time it needs to conduct a 
thorough investigation into the 
incident,” Sfceikh -Saad,, said,,- 
affirming lhat if any deliberate 
negligence was discovered, those 


responsible will “pay the price.” 

Henoted that Kuwait has star- 
ted implementing plans to train 
Kuwaiti youth in anti -terrorist 
techniques. He urged all Arabs to 
join hands in combatting terror- 
ism. 

The Crown Prince said that the 
government's “forgive and for- 
get" policy is no longer valid, 
vowing that those who intend to 
i n fringe on the country's security 
will pay a dear price. 

Asked if the lack of security on 
the hijacked plane was due to a' 
dispute between the Ministries of 
Finance and Interior, be said: 
“We all have to wait for the 
report by the investigating com- 
mittee.” 

Sheikh Saad was asked 
whether he thinks the Israeli 
intelligence, Mossad, had a role 


in the hijack. Sheikh Saad said 
there was no information availa- 
ble yet of Mossad's involvement, 
but added: Tt will not appear 
strange if Mossad had a hand in 
the incident.” 

On the freedom of reporting 
about the hijacking the Crown 
Prince affirmed that the press is 
allowed to publish anything as 
long as it does not damage ties 
between Kuwait and Arab and 
. friendly countries. 

He said the arrest and trial of 
the hijackers will require inten- 
sive efforts and cooperation 
among the countries in the 
world. 

The premier expressed happi- 
ness over Iraq's liberation of the 
Faw peninsula and hoped Iran 
will accept the UN resolution 598 
to end- the Gulf war. 


Chirac to meet President in final round 

Mitterrand advances 
bid for second term 


PARIS, April 25, OJPI): Social- 
ist President Francois Mit- 
terrand and Conservative Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac won a 
final round stand-ofT in May 8 
French presidential elections but 
far-right candidate Jean-Marie 
Le Pen made a significant surge 
in the first round. 

. Results issued by the Interior 
Ministry Loday with 98 per cent 
of returns counted gave 71 -year- 
old Mitterrand 33.90 per cent of 
the vote in yesterday's first ro und 
balloting, followed by Chirac, 
55, who had 19.74 percent. 

Former Prime Minister 
Raymond Barre, 64, placed third 
with 16.49 per cent, followed by 
National Front' leader Le Pen, 
59, who garnered a surprisingly 
high 14.61 per cent Le Pen’s 
score was more than twice that of 
official Communist candidate 
Andre Lajoinie, who notched up 
only 6.86 per cent for one of the 
Marxist Party’s worst showings 
in its history. 

Indicated 

The votes from overseas 
territories will be counted today. 

Mitterrand remained the 
. favourite to win the May 8 final 
round. Barre pledged to support 
Chirac but indicated he would 
not tolerate any deal-making 
between the Prime Minister and 
Le Pen. Still, analysts said the 
outcome gave Le Pen a new 


influence in French politics. 

“WhaL matters for the right is 
to defeat Mitterrand in the 
second round,” the conservative 
Le Figaro newspaper said today. 
“That depends, in part, on Le 
Pen's electorate, but also on Le 
Pen himself.” 

Stale-run Antenne 2 telev- 
ision, analysing projections in 
the light of an exiL poll of voters' 
second-round intentions, said 
Mitterrand stood to win another 
seven-year term with a 54 per 
cent majority. 

Mitterrand asked for the sup- 
port of those who backed other 
candidates in the first round but 
shared his belief in “the values of 
democracy: progress, social jus- 
tice, equality of opportunity, and 
respect for others.” 

Promised 

Twenty minutes after polling 
ended, Barre renounced his bid 
for the presidency and promised 
his wholehearted support for 
Chirac in the Conservative can- 
didate’s effort to unseal Mit- 
terrand. 

Mitterrand, fighting his fourth 
presidential campaign since 
1965, is backed by his Socialist 
Party. Chirac, a neo-Gaullist, is 
the leader of the rightist Rally for 
the Republic (RPR) party. Barre 
had the support of the Union for 
French Democracy.a centre- 
right coalition.

Barre has called for France to 
remain an “open and tolerant 
society which rejects xenophobia 
and racism.” Chirac also urged a 
“more just, more generous" 
society but announced that he 
intended to “preserve the 
national identity” by fighting 
illegal immigration. 

Le Pen described the outcome 
as “a political earthquake and a 
radical transformation of the 
landscape” that would increase 
the importance of his supporters. 


Death toll rises 

BEIRUT, April 25, (Reuter): 
The death toll from a car bomb in 
the north Lebanese port of 
Tripoli rose to at least 60 as the 
Syrian-held town observed a 
strike today to mourn its dead. 


WASHINGTON, April 25, 
(Agencies): The White House 
said yesterday US policy would 
not be affected by “terrorist 
threats’’ to kill American hos- 
tages in Lebanon. 

A White House spokesman 
said he was aware of press 
reports from Lebanon that the 
captors of two American hos- 
tages had threatened to kill them 
if t here were a ny ra ore U S a L tacks 
on Iran in the Gulf. 

While not confirming that the 
White House had been officially 
informed of the threats, the spok- 
esman, Roman Popadiuk. said in 
a prepared statement read over 
the telephone. 

Safety 

“We hold the kidnappers res- 
ponsible for the safety of all the 
hostages. We call for the prompt 
and safe release of all the hos- 

X and our policy will not be 
ted by terrorist threats.” 
The latest threat was delivered 
by the pro-Iranian Revolution- 
ary Justice Organisation (RJO) 
to an international news organ- 
isation in Beirut. 

It came a day after US officials 
said the Reagan administration 
might expand protection in the 
Gulf to neutral ships not flying 
the American flag, and less than a 
week after the US Navy sank or 
disabled six Iranian war vessels.

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A KUWAITI oil official has said 
he favoured a plan being debated 
in Washington to extend US 
naval protection in the Gulf to 
any neutral vessel under attack. 

Saad Matouq, fleet manager 
(west) at the Kuwait Oil Tanker 
Company (KOTC), said this 
would help to deter raids on Gulf 
shipping stemming from the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

Protection 

"There are a lot of ships in the 
area without any protection ... if 
some sort of Navy will protect 
them then definitely this will give 
a chance for everyone to resume 
(safe) passage,” he said. 

KOTC pul half its 22-lanker 
fleet under the American flag last 
year to obtain US protection 
from Iranian attacks. 

US warships in the Gulf now 
have orders to defend only ships 


liymg me uS iiag out defence 
officials in Washington said 
President Reagan was consider- 
ing widening their role to include 
any neutral vessel under attack. 

Fifty merchant ships have 
been attacked by Iran or Iraq this 
year in an extension of iheir 7-1/ 
2-year-old ground war. 

Matouq said the discovery of a 
new minefield east of Bahrain, 
which Washington says was laid 
by Iran, did not pose a direct 
threat to ships because its loca- 
tion was known. “Shippers just 
have to avoid the area by a new 
route.” 

He also said KOTC would pm 
a new oil products tanker, AI 
Kuwailiya. into service in mid- 
May. It is the first of six new 
tankers commissioned from a 
South Korean shipyard, ail of 
which Matouq said would fly the 
Kuwaiti flag. 


DAMASCUS, April 25. (Agen- 
cies): Iran's Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayari says his country 
will retaliate for any future move 
by the US fleet in the Gulf, the 
state-run Syrian news agency 
Sana reported yesterday. 

"Iran will not stay idle ... We 
will retaliate against any 
American move ... Iran has the 
power to defend itself,” Velayati 
told a news conference late yes- 
terday at the end of a two-day 
visit to Damascus. 

He rebutted what he called 
"US allegations” that Iran was 
planting mines in the Gulf 
waters. 

Situation 

"These allegations are mere 
pretexts to justify the American 
intervention in the GuJf and 
designed to, give support to the 
Iraqi regime,” Velayati said. 

Hesaid Iran does noiadvocate 
missile strikes at cities in the 7-1/ 
2-year-old Gulf war but warned 


that “if the Iraqi regime persists 
with the war of the cities we will 
strike back.” 

During his visit Velayati met 
with Syrian President Hafez 
Assad and Foreign Minister 
Farouk AI Sharaa. Sana said the 
talks focussed on the "situation 
in the Gulf in the wake of the 
American aggressions, the upris- 
ing in the Israeli-occupied 
territories, and other issues of 
mutual interest.”

Crowe and Carlucci spoke in 
separate television interviews as 
Iran, apparently ignoring a war- 
ning from President Reagan,- 
attacked another ship in the 
Gulf. 

On Sunday the New York 
Times reported the Pentagon 
was thinking of adding Coast 
Guard vessels to the 28-ship US 
fleet in the Gulf region. Asked 
about the report, Crowe said: 
“We are considering that kind of 
thing. The Coast Guard has a 
kind of patrol boat that is 
appropriate for those kinds of 
operations." 

Questioned about the same 
report, Carlucci said: "That is 
undzr study , yes sir. They (the 
Coast Guard) have somewhat 
smaller ships which have a better 
patrolling capability to free our 
larger ships for other mis- 
sions....” 

In another development, 
diplomatic sources in the Afghan 
capital of Kabul said the US 
embassy was tightening security, 
including evacuating American 
staff members after intelligence 
reports the mission may be under 
threat from Iran.

Arafat meets 
Assad to heal 
5-year-old rift 


DAMASCUS, April 25, (Agen- 
cies): PLO chief Yasser Arafat, 
his leadership beset by the assas- 
sination of his deputy, met with 
Syrian President Hafez AI 
Assad, presidential spokesman 
Jibran Kourieh said. 

The meeting, only the second 
time the two key Arab leaders 
have come face-to-face since 
1983, came amid efforts to end a 
bloody five-year-old feud that 
has bedevilled the Arab world. 

Khourieh said the meeting 
began at 5 pm (1400 GMT) at 
Assad's palace. 

The PLO leader was accom- 
panied by Farouk Kaddoumi, 
who also heads the PLO's 
political department and 
Arafat’s No.2, Salah Khalaf, the 
spokesman said. 

Five other members of the cen- 
tral committee of Fatah, the 
PLO's main component, also 
attended: Hani AJ Hass an, Rafiq 
AI Natsheh, Hayel Abdul 
Hamid, Salim AI Zaanoun and 
Mohammed Rateb Ghoneim. 
Khourieh noted. 

Syrian Foreign Minister 
Farouk AI Sharaa accompanied 
Assad, the spokesman added. 

Arafat earlier met with his top 
aides to prepare for the crucial 
session with Assad. 

George Habash, head of the 
Popular Front for the Liberation 
of Palestine, said after the meet- 
ing of the PLO executives: “We 
discussed the central issues which 
Arafat is going to raise with 
Syrian President.” 

Chance 

Habash said the Palestinian 
leadership was determined "to 
invest this opportunity” to 
reconcile Arafat with members 
of the rebel faction “because it is 
a rare chance to back the upri si ng 
in the (Israeli-occupied) 
territories and resume relations 
between the PLO and Syria. 

“A meeting between Arafat 
and the Palestine National . 
Salvation Front is possible," 
Habasb said, referring to the 
Syrian-backed hardline coalition 
of six Palestinian factions for- 
med in 1985 to oppose Arafat’s 
policies. 

Role 

Palestinian officials described 
Arafat's return to Syria, as the 
opening of a new chapter in rela- 
tions between Syria and the PLO 
which he heads. 

Assad today met Colonel 
Mustafa AI Kharoubi, a member 
of Libya's Revolutionary Coun- 
cil who accompanied Arafat 
aboard the private Libyan jet 
from Tripoli yesterday after a 


PLO-Libyan reconciliation last 
week. 

Arab diplomats said Libyan 
leader Muaramar KJbaddafi and 
Algerian President Chadli Ben- 
jedid played a major role in pav- 
ing the way for PLO-Syrian 
reconciliation. 

A powerful delegation of 
Arafat's PLO mainstream Fatah 
group held successful talks with 
Syrian Vice-President Abdel 
Halim Khaddam to prepare for 
the Arafat- Assad meeting. 

Palestinian officials said all 
anti-Arafat groups except Abu 
Musa's, held talks with the PLO 
leader's Fatah delegation. 

A firm PLO-Syrian rappro- 
chement could lead to a merger 
of the majority of PLO factions, 
they said. 

Khaddam stressed the need 
for PLO unity when he met 
representatives of the Damas- 
cus-based National Salvation 
Front grouping five hardline 
Palestinian organisations 
previously opposed to Arafat, 
they added. 

The Syrian move to normalise 
relations with Arafat was based 
on a clear rejection of US Middle 
East peace moves, a Syrian 
official said. 

Rights 

“We support everyone who is 
opposed to accords which do not 
recognise the legitimate rights of 
the Arab people,” he said. Pales- 
tinians should accept nothing 
less than this, he added. 

“We feel that at this particular 
time all efforts should oe directed 
to support the Palestinian upris 
ing (in the Israeli-occupied 
territories) with all possible 
means and to dispense with for- 
malities,'’ he said. 

Palestinian sources said Syria 
wanted the PLO to take a clear 
stand against the 1978 Camp 
David accords between Israel 
and Egypt but would not insist 
on it breaking ties with Cairo. 

Immediately after he arrived 
in the Syrian capital, Arafat 
visited the grave of his slain 
deputy Khalil AI Wazir, better 
known as Abu Jihad, killed by 
gunmen who burst into his 
seaside villa on April 16. 

Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister, Sheikh Sabah 
AI Ahmed, today welcomed the 
new development in the Palestin- 
i an -Syrian relations. 

Sheikh Sabah said: “We are 
deeply delighted by this rappro- 
chement between the brothers in 
Syria and the PLO. “This step 
will provide the basis for establi- 
shing fraternal, good and normal 
relations among brothers.” 


Curfew clamped on 
West Bank town 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
April 25, (AP): Soldiers clamped 
a curfew on a Palestinian town in 
the occupied territories today 
while police kept a watchful eye 
on a row of Arab-owned shops in 
Jerusalem in an attempt to break 
a strike orchestrated by under- 
ground PLO leaders. 

Elsewhere in the disputed 
territories, troops lifted curfew 
restrictions from two refugee 
camps, in the Gaza Strip, permit- 
ting thousands of Palestinians to 
return to their jobs in Israel. 

The Army said the eased res- 
trictions followed a two-day lull 
in a 1 9-week-old uprising against 
Israeli occupation in which 173 
Palestinians and two Israelis 
have died, according to UN 
figures. 

Troops, however, imposed a 
nighttime curfew in the northern 
West Bank town of.Kalkilye 
after disturbances yesterday in 
which there were no injuries, a 
military spokesman said. 

Rebellion 

In the main cities of Nablus, 
Ram all ah, Hebron and Bethle- 
hem, mosL merchants kept their 
doors shut in keeping with a five- 
month long morning commercial 
strike which has been part of the 
rebellion against 21 years of 
Israeli rule. 

in Jerusalem, dozens of police 
braced to break the strike by 
staging a symbolic show of force 
outside 25 grocery and hardware 
shops and bakeries, after their 
owners defied military orders to 
open iheir doors yesterday. 


Israeli radio stations said the 
police would prevent the shopk- 
eepers from opening in the after- 
noon, which is when the PLO 
permits them to open. 

In a related development. 
Foreign Minister Shimon Peres' 
Labour Party has hardened its 
elections platform by promising 
voters a final say over any Mid- 
dle East peace settlement. 

The change which was part of 
a document released today was 
seen as a way of wooing voters 
away from the right-wing Likud 
bloc headed by Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. 

Compromise 

Labour has in the past called 
fora territorial compromise with 
Jordan while the Likud objects to 
conceding any of the occupied 
lands. 

Figures released by the 
Defence Ministry indicated the 
Army has spent at least $162* 
million on quelling Lhe 19-week- 
old Arab uprising. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin yesterday told the cabinet 
that 1,700 Palestinians, more 
than one-third of the 4,900 arres- 
ted since Dec 9, were being held 
without trial for up to six mon- 
ths. 

Rabin also said the Justice 
Ministry was hampering Army 
efforts to deport more Palestin- 
ian agitators,. Israel media said. 
Since Dec 9, Israel has deported 
20 Palestinians to Lebanon and 
ordered at least four others 
expelled. 







Marcos: hopes 

Aquino won’t 
allow Marcos 
to return 

MANILA, April 25, (AP): Pres- 
dienl Corazon Aquino said yes- 
terday she has no intention of 
allowing former President Fer- 
dinand Marcos to return to the 
country. 

“I just want our people to 
know and to reassure them that I 
will never do anything that will 
go against the interests of the 
Filipino people,” Aquino said 
during her weekly radio 
programme “ask the President.” 

She was responding to two 
women who said they were disap- 
pointed that she had sent emis- 
saries early this year to meet with 
Marcos, who has been living in 
.Hawaii since his ouster in 
February 1986.. 

One of the women said she was 
on the verge of disillusionment 
with Aquino because of reports 
that government representatives 
were negotiating with Marcos 
for his possible return. Aquino's 
spokesmen had earlier denied the 
reports. 

Marcos told reporters in Hon- 
olulu last week that negotiations 
with Aquino's government were 
continuing and he was told he 
could return in two months to act 
as a government adviser. 

Aquino said she sent two of her 
relatives to meet with Marcos 
last January and February 
because she had heard his health 
was “really deteriorating very 
fast” and that he had a message 
for her. 

“My directions to my relatives 
... were very dear — just to listen 
to what Mr Marcos had to say,” 
Aquino said. “Never did I say 
that he could come back or that I 
wanted him to advise me and 
help me (find) the solutions to 
our problems.” 

Rajiv vows 
to implement 
socialism 

NEW DELHI, April 25, (AP): 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi on 
Sunday pledged to implement 
socialism in India said it is his 
Congress Party that alone can 
govern the country. 

“We will launch a battle 
against poverty and unem- 
ployment. We shall take a pledge 
to implement the socialist pat- 
tern of society." Rajiv was 
quoted as saying by the United 
News of India at his party's 
annual conference. 

The two-day conference ended 
in the south Indian town of 
Marai mala inagar, 45 kilometres 
(28 miles) south of Madras City 
in Tamil Nadu state. 

State-owned television said 
100,000 delegates attended the 
conference. 

In political resolutions adop- 
ted at the conference, Congress 
leaders said their party was the 
only one that can ensure the 
unity of India and see that the 
nation of 800 million people 
prospers. 

Conference speakers blasted 
India's opposition parties and 
said their efforts to unite were 
aimed at grabbing political 
powers. 


Bombs rock Bangladesh capital 


DHAKA, April 25, (Reuter): 
Five home-made bombs 
exploded in the Bangladesh 
capital today at the start of an 
eight-hour, opposition-led gen- 
eral strike aimed at disrupting 
the opening of parliament. 

No injuries were reported 
from the bombs, which police 
said were made of metal frag- 
ments and explosives and set off 
in the Magh bazar area. 

Five thousand military police 
patrolled Dhaka in response to 
the strike call by 21 opposition 
parties. 

Shops, offices and banks were 
shuttered during the strike. All 
private cars and commuters 
stayed off the streets. But gover- 
nment buses and a large number 
of Dhaka’s 100,000 cycle rick- 
shaws moved normally. 

Officials said the strike did not 
disrupt airlines, tr ains or ferry 
services. 

Crisis 

President Hossain Moham- 
mad Ershad denounced the 
opposition's, series of strikes in 
his address opening the new 
parliament. 

“The undeclared objective of 
unending hartals (strikes) soon 
after the devastating floods was 


to cause famine ... which their 
sponsors believe would create 
crisis for the government and 
inevitably lead to transfer of 
power. 

“As a cumulative effect of all 
these the GDP (gross domestic 
product) growth in the current 
financial year is expected to be 
around 2.6 percent (down from a 
5. 1 per cent target)," he said. 

The house press gallery was 
empty for his speech as local 
journalists boycotted the session 
demanding more press freedom 
and withdrawal ofa ban on some 
newspapers. 

Security 

Dhaka metropolitan police 
chief Nasrullah Khan ordered 
that anyone entering a three-mile 
(five km) radius of the 
parliament building would need 
a pass. He also banned 
movement of vehicles carrying 
arms and explosives in the area. 

The 21 parties dub the new 
parliament as “fake” because 
they say it emerged through a 
rigged election on March 3. They 
had boycotted the election and 
asked Ershad to step down. They 
wan t him to hand over power to a 
caretaker government that 
would call fresh elections. 


The government asked all 
parliament members and senior 
officials to stay in hostels 
adjacent to the parliament build- 
ing in older to avoid being stran- 
ded during the strike. 

Several thousand riot police 
and paramilitary troops were 
stationed around the parliament 
complex in the city's northern 
district to enforce a ban on street 
protests within two kilometres of 
tiie sprawling complex. 

A parliament official said 
many legislators stayed in Dhaka 
overnight, either inside the 
parliament complex or in nearby 
houses so they could walk down 
to the session in spite of the 
strike. 

Ershad's Jatiya Party won 251 
of the 300 seats in the election 
March 3. 

Campaign 

The balloting was boycotted 
by the mainstream opposition 
parties, which have been spon- 
soring strikes and rallies since 
last Nov 10 in an effort to oust 
Ershad. The opposition con- 
tends that no elections can be run 
fairly while he remains in office. 

There are 25 independent 
members of parliament, and the 
remaining 24 seats axe shared by 
smaller opposition parties. 


Opposition leaders claim that 
only 4.8 million of the country's 
48 milli on voters exercised their 
franchise in the March polls. 

In separate press statements, 
the main opposition leaders said 
today they would continue their 
campaign until the government 
was thrown out of power. 

“We will not stop our 
movement till this autocratic 
regime is toppled,” said Khaleda 
Zia. who leads the Bangladesh 
Nationalist Party and a seven- 
party opposition alliance. 

Sheikh Hasina said: 'This 
parl iam ent has not been elected 
by the people, and hence it has no 
locus stand to touch the constitu- ■ 
tion or pass any bills." 

Hasina leads the Awami 
League and an eight-party 
alliance. 

Ershad has said he plans to 
introduce a bill in parliament to 
amend the constitution and 
declare Islam as the state 
religion. 

On Saturday more than 1,000 
women, mostly college teachers, 
marched through the Dhaka 
streets to protest the proposal. 

Nearly 90 per cent of Ban- 
gladesh’s citizens are Muslim, 
but the government has 
traditionally been secular. 


Egypt marks return of Sinai anniversary 

Mubarak renews peace pledge 


CAIRO, April 25, (UPI): 
President Hosni Mubarak, 
celebrating the sixth anniversary 
of Israel’s evacuation of the Sinai 
desert, today affirmed Egypt's 
commitment to peace despite 
what he called the threats of war 
and terrorism in the Middle East. 

In a nationwide radio and 
television broadcast marking the 
occasion, Mubarak said: “We 
are living in a part of the world 
threatened by bloody wars and 
evil terrorism and tom apart by 
international ambitions and dis- 
putes. 

“This grave situation only 
adds to our commitment to 
peace," Mubarak said. 
“Therefore, we are sparing no 
effort at Arab and international 
forums to help the peoples of the 
region reach this noble objec- 
tive.” 

Israel evacuated the Sinai 
desert, which it seized from 
Egypt in 1967, in line with a peace 


treaty signed by the two coun- 
tries in March 1979. The evacua- 
tion was completed on April 25, 
1982 and the desert peninsula 
reverted to Egyptian sovereig- 
nty. 

The anniversary comes as 
Egyptian-Israeli relations are at 
their lowest point since the 1982 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon. 

Egypt repeatedly protests to 
Israel its dampdown on the 
Palestinian uprising in the 
occupied territories and has 
accused the Jewish state of assas- 
sinating Abu Jihad, the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation's 
military commander, in Tunis. 

US Initiative 

But Egypt has promoted the 
peace initiative of US Secretary 
of State George Shultz, hoping 
that an international conference 
would work out a comprehensive 
peace between Israel and its 
other Arab neighbours. 

On Sunday, Mubarak placed _ 


wreaths of flowers at the tomb of 
the late President Anwar Sadat 
who, along with the then US 
President Jimmy Carter and 
Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
cfaem Begin, steered Egypt and 
Israel along the road to peace. 

Sadat was assassinated by 
extremists on Oct 6, 1981, a few 
months before the evacuation of 
the Sinai desert was completed. 

Mubarak, in his broadcast, 
appealed to opposition political 
parties to work for national unity 
and “rise above political man- 
euvres.” 

“We are in favour of political 
pluralism but we oppose faction- 
alism that seeks to impose its 
views and start artificial storms,” 
he said. 

The appeal was significant 
because the opposition waged a 
fierce anti-government cam- 
paign following its decision last 
month to prolong a state of emer- 
gency for three years. 


Sinhalese rebels 
step up attacks 


COLOMBO, April 25, (Reuter): 
Leftwing Sinhalese rebels who 
oppose this week’s provincial 
council elections in Sri Lanka 
killed three people and wounded 
six in attacks on election targets, 
police said today. 

Two of those wounded were 
candidates of the ruling United 
National Party. 

Police said a soldier was killed 
and three guards wounded when 
gunmen of the outlawed Janatha 
vimukthi Peramuna (JVP, or 
People's Liberation Front) 


at a deputy minister’s ofnce in 
Badulla, 120 km east of the 
capital, Colombo. 

The security unit returned fire 
and two rebels were wounded 
before they escaped in the dark 
taking two T-56 automatic rifles 
from the guards, police said. 

“The subversives came to take 
away the weapons,” a police 
spokesman said. 

Police said the security unit 
consisting of soldiers, policemen 
and civilian home-guards, had 
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been posted to protect the office 
of the Deputy Regional 
Development minister Vincent 
Dias, at Badulla, one of the areas 
where elections are scheduled on 
Thursday. 

Yesterday, a home-guard and 
a civilian were killed when mem- 
bers of the front ambushed a jeep 
carrying provincial council can- 
didates of the ruling UNP at 
Medirigiriya in the north-eastern 
Polonnaruwa district 

Two UNP candidates and a 
homeguard were hurt when the 
rebels opened fire at the jeep 
from three directions, the police 
said. 

The fron t opposes a peace pact 
signed by President Junius Jay- 
ewardeneand Indian. Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi last July to 
end a rebellion by minority 
Tamils for an independent state. 

The setting up of semi-auton- 
omous pro vinrial councils across 
the island is a key element in the 
accord. 

Elections are set for Thursday 
to choose members for councils 
in four provinces, the north- 
west, north-central, Sabaragam- 
uwa and Uva. 

Three other provinces in the 
western, central and southern 
regions will poll on June 2. 


Jakarta to 
deport sex 
offenders 

JAKARTA, April 25, (Reuter): 
Indonesia warned today that it 
would deport foreigners 
involved in prostitution. 

“We will not compromise with 
foreigners involved in illegal 
practices and we will send them 
back to their countries of origin 
and have them blacklisted so that 
they cannot enter Indonesia 
again,” Hamsuk Wijaya, spokes- 
man for the Indonesian 
Immigration Department, told 
reporters. 

Police last week arrested a 
Thai woman at Jakarta Airport 
and accused her of sending Four 
young Indonesian women to 
Japan to work as prostitutes in a 
bar. 

The 27 -year-old Thai, Kimita 
Takeshi, wife of a Japanese man, 
was charged with cheating her 
victims by offering them jobs in 
Japan with high salaries, but for- 
cing them to work as prostitutes. 

The four women sought help 
from the Japanese police and 
later reported to the Indonesian 
embassy in Tokyo. 

Wijaya said Indonesia last 
year deported 1 1 foreign women 
prostitutes operating at inter- 
national hotels in Jakarta and 
Surabaya who had entered the ■ 
country as tourists. 
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Afghans 
stirred by

KABUL, April 25, (Reuter): 
Flags and bunting decking the 
streets of Kabul today stirred 
hopes for peace more than enth- 
usiasm for the 10th anniversary 
of Afghanistan's leftist revolu- 
tion. / 

Afghan soldiers painted tanks 
and decorated military trucks for 
a big military parade through the 
streets of the capital tomorrow to 
marie the 1978 revolution. 

But a taxi-driver, weaving 
through the rutted streets full of 
armour and checkpoints, seemed 
to catch the popular mood when 
he muttered: “Too much 
militar y.” 

Anticipation of the end of nine 
years of fighting between the 
Afghan Army with its Soviet 
l backers, and ^tht mujahedisea^- 
Which- has ' killed one- milEon 
Afghans out ‘of a population of 
18 million, was apparent every- 
where. 

Soviet soldiers, in the past 
grim-faced and jumpy, lolled 
cheerfully in their camps 
surrounding the dusty, mud- 
coloured city, posing for 
photographs and visibly concer- 
ned more with going home than 
with fighting on. 

Fighting 

Heavy fighting continues in 
i the provinces, but in the daylight, 
at least, these Russians seemed a 
world away from it. 

“The Russians are ready to 
leave — they are very open about 
it,” said a government official, in 
an admission unthinkable only a 
few months ago. 

Magnesium flares still burst in 
the blue sky over the aiipon to 
decoy possible stinger missile 
attacks by the rebels.

S. Koreans choose 
new legislature 


SEOUL, April 25, (UPI): Cam- 
paigning for parliamentary elec- 
tions was in its last day today 
with the ruling party hoping for a 
majority to solidify the power of 
President Roh Tae-Woo while 
the opposition predicted a “one- 
party dictatorship" if his 
Democratic Justice Party wins. 

A new controversy added 
more heat to the contest for 
National Assembly seats with a 
government party candidate 
accused of Lying to mail cash 
gifts to voters in a provincial con- 
stituency. The ruling party 
expelled the candidate, apologis- 
ing to the nation. 

Though most polls favoured 
the Justice Party to win the Lar- 
gest number of seats, possibly a 
majority, in tomorrow's voting, 
candidates in hotly contested 
areas were mobilising all means 
to secure victory. 

* Seats 

At stake in the nationwide - 
balloting are 224 seats in the 
National Assembly. The other 75 
“proportional representation” 
seats are divided up according to 
the number of seats won by each 
party. 

Opposition leader Kim 


Young-Sam, who lost to. Rob in 
the Dec 16 presidential election, 
was running for a seat in the 
assembly and his arch-rival Kim 
Dae Jung was expected to be 
awarded a seat from the propor- 
tional seats won by his party. 

Unlike the election fever that 
gripped the nation during last 
December’s first free election 
since 1971 voters have given a 
lacklustre response to recent 
campaign rallies, apparently 
fatigued by more than a year of 
non-stop political turmoil. 

In the election for lawmakers 
who will serve for four years, 
1,041 candidates are competing 
for the 224 directly contested 
seats. 

Violence 

In the latest violence, one 
youth was arrested yesterday for 
hurling a firebomb at former 
Defence Minister Chung Ho- 
Yong, a dose ally of Roh, in 
Taegu 1 50 miles (240 km) south- 
east of SeouL, while be was 
addressing the voters. Chung 
was not injured. 

Political rivals have also 
staged scattered attacks with 
fists, rocks and firebombs, injur- 
ing scores of people. 


Slow Soviet economic growth 
might undermine Gorbachev 


WASHINGTON, April 25, 
(Reuter): The Soviet Union's 
drive to modernise its economy 
encountered trouble in 1987 that 
could undercut the political 
strength of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, a US intelligence 
study released yesterday said. 

“Familiar problems with poor 
weather and transportation bot- 
tlenecks were compounded by 
the disruptions caused by the 
introduction of economic 
reforms, with the result that 
Soviet gross national product 
grew by less than one percent last 
year," it said. 

Perestroika 

Thestudy was prepared for the 
joint economic committee of 
Congress by the Central 
Intelligence Agency and the 
Defence Intelligence Agency. It 
described the Soviet economy as 
stagnant in 1987 and said there 
were shortages of consumer 
goods and falling output. 

Since coming to power three 
years ago, Gorbachev has tried 
to revive the economy through a 


programme known as peres- 
troika — a term describing tigh- 
ter economic discipline,, indus- 
trial modernisation and econ- 
omic reform — but some 
elements have backfired, the 
study suggested. 

It said a quality-control 
programme introduced in 1,500 
industrial enterprises was par- 
ticularly disruptive because wage 
reform, reductions in ministerial 
staffs and financial reforms had 
complicated managers's jobs. 

Though Soviet military 
programme seemed to be on 
track so far, “the real loser in 
1987 appeared to be the con- 
sumer who — three years into 
Gorbachev's economic 
programme — has seen almost 
no increase in his standard of 
living.” the study said. 

Continuing weak economic 
growth could cause rising ten- 
sion wi thi n Soviet society and the 
leadership and possibly lead to 
widespread discontent. 

“Bureaucrats will become 
increasingly frustrated by loss of 


privileges and status and by 
demands that they show greater 
initiative," the study said. 

“Military leaders are likely to 
become more and more uneasy if 
benefits from the industrial 
modernisation fail to material- 
ise.” 

Difficult 

The study said Gorbachev 
appeared to have no set timetable 
for achieving signs of progress, 
but "failure to head off these 
tensions would, at a minimum, 
make it more difficult to pursue 
his economic programme 
vigorously and could, 
ultimately, call into question his 
strong political base at home.” 

Soviet agricultural output fell 
three per cent last year from 1986 
levels, while the cri tical machine- 
building sector showed no 
increase in output, thestudy said. 

It said that, on a positive note, 
energy production was up in 
1987 so Moscow was able to 
boost its hard currency earnings 
by increasing fuel exports to 
Western countries.

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Three quality control 
laboratories in operation 


THE controller at the quality 
control office of the Commerce 
and Industry Ministry, Mrs 
Sheikha Rashed A1 Bader, said 
yesterday that three of six 
laboratories were operational. 

She said that building material 
chemicals and dyes were tested at 
the laboratories for conformity 
with standard specifications. 

She said that these standard 
measures used by the technicians 
at these labs were essential 
precautionary measures aimed 
at controlling imports and 
exports with a view to protecting 
the national economy. 

She said that the functions of 
the quality control labs included 
the unification of standard 
quality control specifications for 
all commercial and industrial 
sectors in the country, and 
related services. 

She said that other functions 
of the labs included the testing of 
raw materials, medium substan- 
ces, products and imported items 
to ensure their conformity with 
local specifications for quality 
control purposes, and included 
the issue of certificates confirm- 
ing compliance with standard 
quality control specifications. 

Flexibility 

She added that two types of 
tests were performed on samples 
at these laboratories, and 
included physical tests of con- 
crete, for example, to establish its 
basic physical properties includ- 
ing the safety factor, and 
chemical tests to establish the 
weight of the substance or item 
after burning and also to deter- 
mine the chemical elements. 

She said certain specifications 
were treated with some amount 
of flexibility, with the sole excep- 
tion of those on foodstuffs, 
which were compulsory and 
made and supervised by the 
Health Ministry and Kuwait 
Municipality. 

She pointed out that the office 
was the only authority for issuing 
standard specifications in the 
country, and that there was 
cooperation between the office 
and the quality control centre at 
the Kuwait Institute for Scien- 
tific Research, the Public Works 
Ministry and laboratories belon- 
ging to other service ministries. 

She said that the building 
material lab performed physical 
tests aimed at ensuring the com- 
patibility of building material 


with standard Kuwaiti specifica- 
tions of Portland concrete and 
related types, concrete blocks, 
tils, sand, aggregate, limestone, 
insulation material, plastics and 
iron. 

Analysis 

She said that the chemical lab 
performed . spectrometric 
analysis of material to establish 
its chemical components, deter- 
mined the percentage of soluble 
minerals, estimated the moisture 
content and other tests. 

She also said that the dyes lab 
performed various tests of a 
chemical and physical nature on 
dyes, while the textile lab was 
concerned with establishing the 
texture composition' of thread, 
cotton percentage ratio of other 
synthetic material in cloth and 
materials, and included stress 
and pressure tests.

•A salesman at -the ’Turkish 
Meat Exhibition, Mohammed 
Mahmoud, said the last season 
was better than the current one. 
Hesaid Australian mutton prices 
were between 600 fils and 650 fils 
per kilogram while Turkish meat 
was fixed at 750 filp'He expected 
sales to rise by 50 per cent during 
the first week of Ramadan. 

The newspaper also intervi- 
ewed a number of people in the 
foodstuff business. 

Jaber Hassan Othman said 
that the sales this year had fallen 
compared to the last year, and 


attributed this to the spread of 
wholesale markets. He said that 
the demand for fruit juices and 
frozen chicken had increased, 
while the demand for canned 
goods had fallen because people, 
preferred fresh food during 
Ramadan. 

A salesman in the Vegetable 
Market, Karam Ali, said that 
prices and sales had doubled in 
the vegetable market He added 
that demand for dates had risen 
during Ramadan.

Egyptian military strategist

AN Egyptian military strategist 
was quoted yesterday as affirm- 
ing that the recent escalation in 
the Iraq- Iran war could be the 
beginning of the end of the Gulf 
war, especially that Iraq has 
recaptured the Faw peninsula.

Frenchman to play Arab music [television programmes 


A FRENCHMAN will pi ay 
Arab music “with the spirit of 
rae Arabs at a concert in 
• The Frenchman, 
Julten Weiss, is a member of AI 
Kindi music quartet, which is to 
give a recital on Sunday, May 1 
at the Meridien Hotel. 

The AI Kindi comprises 
Weiss (qanoun), Larbi Ouechni 
(kaman), Mohammad S^ad a 
(flute) and Adel Shamseddine 
(nqq). Together they’ll alter- 
nate between French baroque 
and Arab classical music, 
presenting a combination of 
1 4th and 1 5th century classical 
music and Arab- Islamic clas- 
sics from Turkey, Egypt, Tun- 
isia, Morocco, Syria and Iraq. 

F ranchman Julien Weiss, in a 
recent interview, talked about 
his love for Arab music, which 
ne has cultivated over the years. 

“A musician must acquire a 
spirit for playing Arab music; 
requiring years of training,” he 
said. 

Weiss first listened to Arab 
music when he had to prepare 
for a concert at the Egyptian 
Cultural Centre in Paris. “I lis- 
tened to some Arab music and 
was inspired by it,” he said. 
After examining several 
musical instruments, he selec- 
ted the qanoun. 

Challenge 

The qanoun, a string Ins- 
trument, was invented by 
Farabi and has since been 
improved by later musicians. 
The number of strings have 
been increased and its shape 
has changed considerably since 
it was first invented. Weiss 
chose the qanoun “because it is 
the most interesting, diverse 
and challenging musical ins- 
trument.”

Weiss' goal was to master the 
qanoun. This, it turned out 
was a tough job. Thus, began 
his frequent trips to such coun- 
tries as Egypt, learning to “play 
qanoun as the Arabs play.” 

In Cairo, he joined the 
Academy of Art and studied 
under professor Kamal 
Abdullah. He also bought his 
first qanoun. 

After he completed studies, 
he joined a group of Arab 
musicians. Weiss found he 
could not make much headway 
as he was “working on the qan- 
oun as I would have handled 
the guitar." 

He explains; “I was playing 
an Arab instrument but apply- 
ing Western techniques. It just 
didn’t work.” Weiss did not 
give up. He continued studying 
music first under the popular 
Lebanese qanoun player Elia 
AI Ashqar and then played for 
four years recorded music for 
the singer Sharif AI Alawi. 

His association with AI 


Alawi gave him immense con- 
fidence. During those four 
years, he matured as a perfor- 
mer, giving several concerts in 
French-speaking areas in the 
Lebanon. 

Repertoire 

Restless, Weiss needed a 
change. “I felt the need to 
expand my musical reper- 
toire.” he said. So, he went to 
Turkey, where he learned the 
finer points of Turkish-lslamic 
music. j 

“I had to understand the 
nuances, similarities and dif- 
ferences between different 
types of Islamic music,” he 
said. 

By this time, Weiss was 
totally immersed in Arab 
music. He also became an 
Arabist, reading “everything 
that I could, about the Arab 
world.” He read Arabic his- 
tory, philosphy and the history 
of music. 

“Culture is not inborn. It can 
be cul ti vated by st udy and prac-

Lebanon’s presidential poll 

A theatre for 
foreign players

BEIRUT, (Reuter): The reac- 
tions of Lebanese people to 
presidential elections in August 
and the prospect of a new head of 
state are often more a matter of 
temperament than politics. 

Optimistic citizens may be foll- 
owing the local media intently, 
looking for any sign that the poll 
may herald an end to 13 years of 
internecine warfare and hoping 
that someone of stature emerges, 
capable of reconciling rival 
ideologies and sectarian ambi- 
tions. 

Others, looking back at 
innumerable ceasefires which 
failed and peace plans which 
were never implemented, may 
take a much more pessimistic 
view. 

Most Lebanese are simply 
spectators of bizarre theatre. 
Their country is the stage for a 
script squabbled over by regional 
and international powers jos- 
tling for pre-eminence. 

At best, a new man will take 
office as president for six years 
with the power to change by 
force or persuasion the way 
things are done or not done in 
Lebanon. 

At worst, he will inherit a chain 
of office, a palace, a posse of 
machinegun-toting bodyguards, 
a couple of bullet-proof 
Cadillacs, a few miles of well- 
paved road and precious little 
else. 

“It (the election) is not bet- 
ween the electors, nor between 
the' candidates, and not even 
around the person of the next 
president or his programme, but 
between forces that want to res- 
tore their former role in the elec- 
tion and forces that are trying t- 
— experiment with a new role;— ' 
^ Beirut’s conservative A3 
"daily said. 

For a start, the poll takes place 
in a political vacuum. 

Lebanon has been virtually 
without government for two 
years because Muslim leaders 
have boycotted the current 
president, Amin GemayeL, 47, 
whose term ends in September. 

Second, some rules have been 
fixed in advance. 

The constitution stipulates the 
president must be a Maronite 
Christian, drawn from a 
privileged minority dominating 
the hills overlooking Beirut 
known as Mount Lebanon. 


This in itself is a major source 
of conflict. Muslims, Arab 
nationalists and leftists have 
pressed for readjustments to cur- 
tail Christian prerogatives and 
give a bigger stake in government 
to the majority Muslims. 

Hardliners of the Christian 
“Lebanese Forces” militia fear 
such political restructuring will 
give neighbouring Syria the 
whip-hand in Lebanese affairs, 
but the Christians are divided on 
the precise political direction the 
country should take. 

Third, the president will not be 
directly elected by the public. 

He will be chosen by the 77 
surviving parliamentarians from 
a 99-seat chamber originally 
elected in* 1972 and they 
represent the older generation of 
Lebanese rather than the young- 
sters now waging the civil war. 

Finally, several states have 
power in Lebanese affairs. 

The election, like the civil war 
itself, is expected to mirror their 
rivalries, etching them . anew 
across a land already split into 
rival tracts by local warlords. 

Influence 

Most foreign states seeking 
influence in Lebanon have their 
own proxies — whether they be 
presidential candidates, well- 
equipped militias or clandestine 
guerrilla groups. 

They include the United 
States, Israel the Soviet Union, 
Iran, Libya and, perhaps most 
important of all Syria. 

With 25,000 troops in the 
country, Syria wants to retain its 
position as primary power- 
broker without upsetting the 
general equilibrium of rival for- 
ces in the country as a whole, 
analysts say. 

But Damascus cannot afford 
to risk a show-down with Israel, 
“ which-oocupies part of southern 
^Lebanon;' th eyrSay , and it lacks 
' the “economic 'strength^for^a 
protracted campaign against 
Lebanese allies of Tel Aviv or 
Tehran. 

Few candidates have yet made 
known their ambitions for 
presidential office and none of 
them is regarded as a front-run- 
ner. 

“Confusion over the nomina- 
tion will increase in (Muslim) 
west and (Christian) east Beirut 
because there is so far not a single 
unified Christian or Muslim 
view,” said an editorial in the 
independent An-Nabar news- 
paper. 


Recapture of Faw 
gives Iraq a boost

BAGHDAD, (AP): Iraq's recap- 
ture of the Faw peninsula from 
Iran this week provided Baghdad 
with a major political victory, 
despite the limited military value 
of the dusty uninhabited waste- 
land. 

The successful attack on the 
peninsula, extending from 
southern Iraq into the Gulf, rob- 
bed Tehran of a key bargaining 
chip that could be used if the 
countries ever negotiate for 
peace. 

“It’s insignificant as far as the 
military situation is concerned,” 
a Baghdad-based Western 
diplomat said of the Iraqi vic- 
tory. “But psychologically, it 
had been the needle in their 
flesh.” 

The Iraqis are hailing their 
recovery of Faw as one of their 
greatest military triumphs in the 
7-1/2-year-old Gulf war. While 
analysts doubt thai they con- 
cede it has given Baghdad a big 
morale boost. 

The elite Presidential Guard 
and the 7th Army Corps smashed 
through Iranian lines north of 
Faw on Sunday. By Monday 
afternoon they had seized full 
control of the peninsula that 
dominates Iraq's two main 
outlets to the Gulf, the Shall Al 
Arab and the Khor Abdullah 
waterways. 

Captured 

Iran captured about 20 
kilometres (12 miles) of the pen- 
insula in February 1986, stun- 
ning Iraq, which failed in 
repeated bloody counterattacks 
to retake the flatlands. Iran ren- 
amed Faw city, an abandoned 
refinery town, Al Zahra and held 
a wrestling tournament there last 
year to emphasise its grip. 

Although Iran still occupies 
other small chunks of Iraqi 
territory along the 1,175- 
kilometre (730-mile border), 
Faw was its prize. 


The loss of Faw “turned Iraq 
into a landlocked country ... and 
Iraq likes to think of itself as a 
Gulf country,” said a Western 
analyst in Baghdad, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

The war began in September 
1980 partly because of a long- 
standing dispute between Iran 
and Iraq over who controls the 
Shatt Al Arab, the Gulf outlet of 
the Tigris and Euphrates Rivers. 
Faw gave the Iranians domin- 
ance on both sides of the water- 
way. 

Iraq was thinking of Faw 
when it insisted on full applica- 
tion of a measure from the UN 
Security Council that demanded 
that the two countries withdraw 
to pre-war international boun- 
daries as part of a ceasefire, the 
analysts said. 

Iran also had Faw largely in 
mind when it balked at the UN 
measure. 

“It was the most important 
card the Iranians held” ‘in the 
scuffle for position over a possi- 
ble peace settlemenl the analyst 
said. 

Strategy 

The Faw battle also broke 
Iraq's strategy of static defence, 
whereby Iraqi troops would sit 
behind formidable protection 
and wait for Iranian attacks. 

The Iraqis, who invaded Iran 
in 1980, had stuck to that 
strategy since they were driven 
back across the border in 1981 — 
so much so that many analysts 
had doubted they were capable 
of mounting an offensive. 

The Iranians may have 
thought the same and let their 
guard drop. 

Iraq's only significant assault 
-into Iran in recent years was in 
May 1986, when its troops cap- 
tured the deserted and weakly 
held border town of Mehran on 
the central front in retaliation for 
the loss of Faw. 


World’s worst nuclear power plant explosion 

Chernobyl accident still haunts

BONN, (AP): Two years after 
the Chernobyl nuclear disaster, 
vast herds of contaminated sheep 
remain isolated in Britain, people 
in Turkey still avoid their 
favourite home-grown tea and 
residents in West Germany con- 
tinue to monitor radiation. 

In several East European 
countries, where communist 
authorities frequently played 
down the effects of the accident, 
the construction of new nuclear 
power plants goes on at full 
speed. 

The world's worst nuclear 
power plant accident occurred 
April 2d, 1986. An explosion and 
fire split open a reactor in the 
Soviet Ukraine and sent clouds 
of radioactive debris into the 
atmosphere. 

. Carried by strong winds and 
exacerbated by heavy rains, 
radioactive fallout outside of the 
Soviet Union came down most 
heavily in Scandinavia, Poland, 
Britain and in southern West 
Germany. 

The accident left 31 dead in the 
Soviet Union and thousands 
more were exposed to dangerous 
levels of radiation. 

While the reaction was swift in 
most West European countries, 
severe lingering effects remain in 
many of the hardest-hit regions. 

Effects 

In the lesser-affected areas, 
especially in southern Europe, 
officials report that after effects 
are now minimal and that the air 
and mosL foods contain accepta- 
ble radiation levels. 

But in Turkey, tea drinkers 
have switched to imported tea. 

After the accident, many 
European governments returned 
Turkish tea and hazelnuts when 


they were found to be contamin- 
ated beyond radiation levels 
established by the European 
Economic Comm unity, the com- 
mon market. 

The Turkish government later 
said the tea had been destroyed, 
but recent press reports claimed 
that unscrupulous vendors had 
repackaged and sold the tea 
under different labels. 

Authorities still restrict the 
movement and slaughter of 
500,000 sheep on 750 upland 
farms in western Britain and 
Northern. Ireland. 

In Sweden, more than 30,000 
reindeer were declared unfit for 
consumption this year because 
they contained unacceptably 
high levels of radiation caused by 
the accident. Last year, more 
than 75,000 animals were judged 
unfit for consumption. 

Saved 

But the Swedes say their quick 
response to the accident saved 
the reindeer industry as a whole 
and the traditional lifestyle of 
Laplanders who raise them. * 

Officials in Norway say up to 5 
per cent of reindeer meat in the 
hard-hit areas of that country 
still must be discarded. 

While special feed designed to 
reduce the effects of radiation 
exposure for reindeer and sheep 
has helped, officials say the 
damage could linger for decades. 

Radioactivity still exceeds 
British government standards in 
the Peaty, sheep-rearing hills of 
Cumbria, in north Wales, in 
southwest Scotland and parts of 
Northern Ireland, areas where 
heavy rains fell shortly after the 
accident. 

British farmers have received 
the equivalent of more than £5.5 
million (S10 million) in govern- 
ment compensation. 

In Austria and parts of south-

em West Germany, substantial 
numbers of deer and wild boar 
are considered unsafe for human 
consumption and are no longer 
hunted. Mushrooms are also 
contaminated, and Austrian 
authorities urge citizens not to 
eat mushrooms more than twice 
a month. 

Accidents 

The nationally-circulated 
West German magazine Der 
Spiegel, in its March 28 edition, 
reported that the number of 
highway accidents involving 
deer in West Germany has 
increased sharply since Cher- 
nobyl, in part because hunters 
concerned about radiation are 
no longer thinning the herds. 

The political fallout continues 
to swirl in West Germany as 
government and opposition par- 
ties engage in a fierce debate over 


the safety of nuclear power. 

“Chernobyl made it clear to all 
of us that we have* ho adequate 
way to deal with a catastrophe of 
this magnitude,” said Lieselott 
Blunck, a member of West Ger- 
many's opposition Social 
Democratic Party. 

But Martin Gruener, a 
parliamentary state secretary for 
the ministry of environmental 
protection and reactor safety, 
said long-term adverse health 
effects are not likely in West Ger- 
many. 

The Chernobyl accident has 
sparked no such debate in 
France, which led the fight 
against efforts in the European 
Economic Community to 
toughen radiation standards and 
where the environmental 
movement is weak. 

But in Italy, the accident led, in 


effect, to the scrapping oF the 
nation's future nuclear power 
expansion programme. 

In November 1987, the Italian 
electorate rejected nuclear power 
by a margin oF 4-1. 

Italy currently operates three 
nuclear power plants, all oF 
which are temporarily closed For 
routine maintenance and reactor 
refuelling. 

A fourth is in an advanced 
state of construction. 

In March, Premier Giovanni 
Goria derided to go ahead with 
completion of the plant, which 
angered Italy's Socialist Party 
and helped bring down Goria's 
five-party coalition. 

In Switzerland, anti-nuclear 
and environmental activists last 
year submitted enough sig- 
natures to force two referendums- 
on nuclear energy.

Shooting of Robert Kennedy 


Assassination files raise new questions

SACRAMENTO. California. 
(UPI): It may be weeks before 
researchers can draw firm con- 
clusions about the assassination 
of Robert F. Kennedy from the 
50,000 documents, 2,900 photos 
and other pieces of evidence 
made public last week. 

But already, the newly opened 
police files at the California state 
archives in Sacramento have 
spotlighted oversights and blun- 
ders by the Los Angeles police 
department in its investigation of 
the assassination almost 20 years 
ago. 

■ The revelations include proof 
that police only 2-1/2 months 
after the shooting inexplicably 
burned 2.4 1 0 photographs 
collected by detectives — 
believed to be nearly half of all 
the pictures gathered during the 
investigation. 

Kennedy assassination ex- 
perts say their initial study or the 
files confirm that serious incons- 
istencies plague the police con- 
clusion that Sirhan Sirhan acted 
alone when he shot Kennedy in 
the Ambassador Hotel pantry on 
June 5, 1968. 

The researchers — including 
historians, journalists and auth- 
ors — say the files also suggest 
there were official efforts to mis- 
lead the public about the exis- 
tence of evidence that could raise 
doubts about the case. 

One high-ranking Los Angeles 
police department official with 
experience in sensational murder 
cases said it's easy for some 
evidence to be overlooked in the 
frenzy of a big case. 

Pressure 

“There’s a tremendous 
amount of pressure. " said the 
official, who asked not to be 
identified. “Everyone's giving 
orders and people investigating 
have a high degree ofparanoia.” 

Asked if he thought police 
could have stonewalled outside 
efforts to prove mistakes were 
made in the case, he said that “it's 


possible.” 

“Before long, if a photo or 
something comes along that 
muddies your case, you keep it 
off to the side.” he said. “They 
sure wouldn'tmake it available.” 

Critics say that's why police 
kept the files locked until now 
despite official promises since 
1969 to make them public. 

The files chronicle in numbing 
detail the events surrounding 
Kennedy's assassination shortly 
after he won California's 
Democratic presidential pri- 
mary. 

Moments after Kennedy 
spoke to cheering supporters in 
the hotel ballroom, he left the 
stage via the hotel’s kitchen serv- 
ing area. There, police say. Sir- 
han stepped up to the New’ York 
senator and began firing. 

Witnesses 

Since there were so many wit- 
nesses to the shooting — one 
document names more than 70 in 
the pantry 1 alone — and since Sir- 
han admitted killing Kennedy, 
the case appeared dramatically 
simple. 

“It was an open-and-shut 
murder case.” says Ed Davis, 
who supervised Sirhan’s first 
interrogation. Davis became 
chief of police a month after 
police officially closed the 
"Special Unit: Senator” inves- 
tigation in 1969. 

“This was the classic murder 
case.” says Davis, now a 
Republican stale senator. “It 
happened to be of historic and 
international interest. We were 
probably more cautious than in 
any other case in the history of 
the department." 

Even with Sirhan in custody, 
police were careful to track down 
possible conspiracy plots to kill 
Kennedy. The files show they 
investigated 25 conspiracy 
theories purporting to link .Sir- 
han to groups ranging from the 
Black Panthers to The Teamsters 
Union. Police concluded the 
theories were without merit. 

Even the famed account of a

woman in the polka-dot dress, 
who two witnesses claimed ran 
from the hotel shouting “we shot 
him" was determined by detec- 
tives to be fabricated. 

Yet. despite what appears to 
be a thorough investigation by 
police, some serious questions 
remain, researchers insist. They 
include: 

• How close was Sirhan to 
Kennedy? Lab tests showed the 
fatal shot was fired 1 inch (2.5 
era) from Kennedy’s ear. Not a 
single witness said Sirhan was 
that close. 

• What was the trajectory of 
the bullets? Some evidence 
unearthed by researchers suggest 
all the shots couldn't have come 
from one gun. 

• Why did police hinder efforts 
by researchers to find answers to 
questions? 

Experts like Gregory Slone, a 
political scientist who played a 
leading role in pressuring police 
to release the files, say some of 
those questions may never be 
answered. 

The reason lies in the revela- 
tion this week that police 
detroyed 2.4 1 0 photos taken dur- 
ing the case. Ij. may never be 
known if the photos were impor- 
tant. 

Roy Keene, the police lieu ten- 
ant who ordered the destruction 


of the photos, says he doesn't 
remember the incident. But 
Keene, now a real estate sales- 
man in Oregon, adds; “I guaran- 
tee you they were of no eviden- 
tiary value.” 

Another document that sur- 
faced last week indicates police 
were sensitive to outside efforts 
to discredit their investigation. 

In the mid- 1 970s, the Kennedy 
conspiracy controversy had rea- 
ched a climax with the disclosure 
that police disposed of ceiling 
tiles, door frames and other 
evidence some researchers 
speculated could prove Sirhan 
did not act alone. 

“They were ceiling tiles and 
that sort of thing that had no 
evidentiary value,” Davis says. 
"They didn't have any powder 
burns on them or lead or any- 
thing. There's no point to keep- 
ing all that stuff.” 

Yet, a confidential memo writ- 
ten in 1974 by detectives and 
addressed to assistant chief 
Daryl Gates describes a secret 
photograph that "may conflict 
with previous statements made 
by the chief of police and other 
officials.” 

The photograph showed- a 
bullet removed from Kennedy's 
body and one test-fired from Sir- 
han's weapon. The memo said 
the picture should not be released 
because, although the two bullets 
were clearly fired from the same 
weapon, this might not be 
immediately apparent to 
laymen. 

Davis says he does not recall 
the memo. A spokesman for 
Gates, now Los Angeles Police 
Chief declined to comment on 
the matter. 

Critics say another oversight 
by police, confirmed by the files, 
is that investigators paid scant 
attention to an armed security 
guard standing near Kennedy. 

The files show police never 
asked the guard. Thane Cesar, if 
he fired his gun although two wit- 
nesses recalled seeing him with 
gun in hand.

Now their 20th-century des- 
cendants are fleeing in the other 
direction abandoning the 
decaying lagoon city to hordes 
of tourists and real-estate 
speculators. 

Ironical ly, the flight comes as 
two decades of intentions to 
rescue Venice from high tides 
and polluted waters seem close 
to becoming reality. 

After spending billions of lire 
(hundreds of millions of 
dollars) provided under special ‘ 
national legalisation, officials 
have come up with plans for 
movable dikes and sophis- 
ticated sewers to stop the 
lagoon’s green-black waters 
from doing further damag e 
The initiative took root after 
a disastrous 1966 flood, which 
prompted rallying cries of 
Save Venice.' Art lovers from 
around the world pitched in to 
rescue palaces, churches and 
paintings from the annual high 
tides that batter the city. 

' But no one came up with a 
‘Save the Venetians’ campaign. 

Residents can stomach the 
stench of garbage from the can- 
als, which serve as sewers as 
well as transportation arteries. 
They can put up with winter 
floods of water and summer 
floods of tourists. It’s the lack 
of affordable housing that's 
forcing Venice’s proud, sea- 
loving natives to terra firm a. 

A report prepared by a 
provincial agency noted that in 
1951, Venice had 175,000 peo- 
ple. 

By. I960, 50,000 had left to 
escape overcrowding. By last 
year, residents had dropped to 
S3, 000, with one-fifth more 
than 60 years old. 

And the report predicted the 
population could shrink to as 
few as 20,000 by the year 201 5. , 
“If we go ahead at this rate, 
they'll be zero,” said Giuliano 
Zanon, a Venetian who wrote 
the report. 

Zanon said' that if the city 
had developed a plan when the 
exodus began, they could have 
done something. But they 
didn't do anything.” 

Butcher shops* grocery 
stores, carpenters and plum-

bers have been closing then- 
doors along the calli, the 
narrow, zigzagging streets. 
Popping up everywhere — 
sometimes Four, five or six to a 
calle — are shops selling noth- 
ing but carnival masks, souven- 
irs of the Mardi Gras festivities 
that pack the city with visitors 
each winter. 

The mask shops have 
become a symbol for Ven- 
etians, who say the loss of the 
city’s natives is robbing the city 
of something precious. 

“Venice’s soul is emptying 
out. It's becoming a Dis- 
neyland, a spiritually poor 
one," said Gianluigi Casini, an 
architect who has helped res- 
tore canal-side palaces. 

‘When I was a boy. all the 
kids would be playing in the 
piazzas. Now there are few 
kids,’ said Casini, who at 34 is 
among the dwindling numbers 
of young Venetians. 


‘Only old people stay, those 
who can’t go away.There are so 
many empty houses ... (yet) 
most of my friends have gone ... 
for lack of houses,” said Casini, 
who lives with his parents in 
Santa Croce, one ofVenice's six 
historic ‘sestrieri,’ or districts. 

Some of Casini’s friends 
have moved to non-descript 
Mesire.juston the other sideof 
the 2.5-mile (4-km) causeway 
that leads to Venice and which 
shares Venice’s municipal 
government. 

Mestre has mushroomed 
from a population of 50,000, 
when Casini was born to about 
250,000, triple that ofVenice’s 
historic centre. Several 
thousand residents commute to 
Venice for jobs as hotel maids, 
souvenir sellers or waiters. 
Even some of Venice’s famed 
gondoliers have moved to raes- 
tre. 

Casini, who supplements his 


architect’s income by teaching 
art history in Mestre High 
School, said he can't afford 
Venice rents, running 800,000 
to 1.2 million lire (675 to 975 
dollars) for a two-room apart- 
ment. 

‘I'd like to stay, but if s just 
not possible,' he said, when 
asked about his future. 

Numerous 

Under the city's rent-control 
laws, apartments should rent 
for much, much less. But as 
elsewhere in Italy, landlords 
would rather keep apartments 
vacant than rent for the low 
legal price and hope for a buyer 
or someone desperate or rich 
enough to. pay illegally high 
rents. 

Some of the numerous unin- 
habited apartments along the 
Grand Canal axe kept as week- 
end retreats by the rich, who 


come from Milan, 267 
kilometres (165 miles) away, or 
as vacation homes for foreig- 
ners, who spend at most a 
month a year here. 

Other houses are in no condi- 
tion for living. Waters lapping 
at the front door and sea 
breezes drifing by the balcony 
may inspire poetry, but flood- 
ing and salty sea air constantly 
wear away at foundations and 
beams. 

Restoration, especially of 
historic buildings, is a costly 
enterprise anywhere, but in 
Venice it’s particularly expen- 
sive. 

Supplies arrive by barge, not 
trucks, and porters deliver 
them in small loads on carts in 
ear less Venice. With many art- 
isans among the exodus, skilled 
laborers must be brought in 
from the mainland. Costs of 
transportation — and tourists' 
spendthrift tendencies — also 
account for higher prices in 
stores. 

Natives complain that a pair 
of shoes that goes for 50,000 lire 
(42 dollars) in Mestre sells for 
double that in Venice. Fruit 
and vegetables generally cost 
about 30 per cent more in Ven- 
ice when compared with a 
Rome market. 

Yet not all young Venetians 
are planning to leave. Gian- 
franco Tagliapietra, who runs a 
camera shop, said his teenage 
daughter is looking forward to 
growing up and making money 
in the tourist business. 

Following the 1966 flood, 
tourism took off, perhaps ins- 
pired by the worry that Venice 
someday might be swamped for 
good by the high tides. 

By the 1970s, real estate 
speculators started to move in, 
betting that the Lourism boom 
would lasL It became fashiona- 
ble for big-name companies, 
like Fiat, to restore palaces for 
headquarters or exhibitions. 

Recently elected Mayor 
Antonio Casellati says he 
would like to see a law that 
would force people who buy 
real estate to live in their pur- 
chase or to renlit for several 
years only to native Venetians. 
But he admits such agoal might 
be unreachable in a free-market 
society. 

In the last few years, some 
young Venetians who wanted 
to slay in Venice have taken 
advantage of national and 
regional subsidized mortgages. 
The city bought up many build- 
ings and rented them out. 

"But thecity can't buy all the 
houses,' the mayor said.

“To protect the fields from the 
desert, trees were planted all 
around,’’ the 51 -year-old Abu- 
el-Aish said. "Where there are 
trees, the birds come. So now we 
have a little Garden of Eden." 

It was not easy to build Sekem, 
whose name in ancient Egyptian 
means "life force from the sun.” 

Just how difficult it would be 
to transplant anthroposophist 
ideas acquired in West Germany 
to a conservative, strongly 
Islamic Third World nation 
became clear to Abu-el-Aish 
when he used the phrase 
biological-dynamic cultiva- 
tion.” 

Local authorities thought that 
had something to do with 
chemical weapons and 
threatened to close the farm 
down. 

But Sekem, probably the only 
anthroposophist farm in the 
Arab world, succeeded. 

Now 160 people work there, 
including 13 German-speaking 


Turning desert into 
a Garden of Eden 

In an unusual marriage of ideas, an Islamic 
commune in Egypt has used an Austrian’s 
philosophy to make the desert bloom. 


Europeans. They live and work 
according to the ideas propoun- 
ded by the Austrian-born 
philosopher Rudolf Steiner 
around die turn of the century. 

At the centre of the enterprise 
are Abu-el-Aish, his family and 
the Europeans. They believe in a 
“naturalistic, conscious and sen- 
sitive way of life.” 

Without using chemicals, they 
produce vegetables, fruit, cheese 
and tea that are sold as far away 
as West Germany. Demand has 
grown so great that another 
1,000 hectares are being cul- 
tivated by outsiders using Sekem 
methods, and with quality con- 
trol, packaging and distribution 
done by the farm. 

Abu-el-Aish got the idea for 
Sekem during a trip through 
Egypt in 1975. 

“The view of mass poverty and 
boplessness shocked me,” he 
remembers. "I didn't want to 
complain and write books about

education issues. 

“That way the workers learn 
to discuss their occupation' and 
the people involved with it,” he 
says. 

“The subserviant attitude has 
to be replaced by a person who 
can think critically,'' says Fintel- 
mann, who visits Sekem 
regularly. "Our philosophy is to 
produce food and medicine with 
joy in order to further develop 
our consciousness. No one 
should be a master, everyone 
should be a servant of society.” 

Projects include a carpentry 
shop and a pottery now being 
built. Also planned are facilities 
for making clothes and weaving 
baskets. 

It does not bother Abu-el- 
Aish, a faithful Muslim, that 
anthroposophy views Christian- 
ity as a central development in 
the history of h umankin d. 

“The ideas of Rudolf Steiner 
are a philosophy, not a religion,” 
he says. "What we have -created 
here is an anthroposophy shaped 
by Islam, otherwise no one 
would have accepted us or our 
ideas about life.” 

Abu-el-Aish’s life's work has 
helped the native farmers in more 
than their persona) develop- 
ment. As an unexpected side 
effect, those who have worked at 
Sekem have had better luck find- 
ing a partner in the Egyptian 
marraige market.

ACQUISITION of Dome 
Petroleum Ltd., Calgary, will 
make Amoco Corp. the largest 
owner and producer of gas 
reserves in North America. 

However, it is inevitable that 
an increasing portion of 
Amoco's upstream investment 
will be going into areas outside 
North America, the company 
told security analysts in Boston. 

Amoco figures place the com- 
panies’ total North American 
gas production at 2.636 bcfd in 
1987 from reserves of 15.825 tcf 
as of last Dec 31. An Amoco 
subsidiary expects to close its 
S5.5 billion acquisition of Dome 
by midyear. 

"Natural gas is an abundant 
energy resource on this continent 
and should be viewed as the cor- 
nerstone of North American 
energy security," said Amoco 
Chairman Richard Morrow. 

Plentiful 

"Opportunities to expand 
supply are plentiful, the cost is 
reasonable, and gas can be 
produced and consumed with lit- 
tle impact on the environment.'' 

Amoco's challenge is to con- 
tinue to replace production, said 
H. Laurance Fuller, president. 
The company replaced world- 
wide production of 4.7 billion bbl 
of oil equivalent the past 10 yers. 

Amoco will continue to 
explore and produce in areas 
where it is operationally strong, 
such as mature U.S. and Can- 
adian basins. , 

Foreign operations probably 
will account for an average of 
more than 50 per cent of 
Amoco's total upstream spend- 
ing during the next 5 years; com- 
pared with an average of 34 per 
cent during the past 20 years. 
Fuller said. 

For example, Amoco was one 
of the most successful in the 10th 
round oftl.K. offshore licensing. 

1 1 was awarded six licences cover- 
ing more than 800 sq km. 

Through. Gulf of Suez 
Petroleum Co., jointly owned 
with -the- Egyptian government, 
Amocons by-farEgyptjs leading- 
oil producer and a pioneer in gas 
production.

Yugoslavia and 
Albania to sign 
border trade pact 

BELGRADE, April 25, 
(Reuter): Yugoslavia and neigh- 
bouring Albania will sign a bor- 
der trade agreement in Belgrade, 
the Y ugoslavia stateoews agency 
Tanjug said yesterday. 

• Albania, a Communist-ruled 
country long closed to almost 
any form of foreign contact, sig- 
ned a border trade agreement 
with. Greece last week. 
Diplomats said the agreements 
were .signs of the country’s slow 
opening to the outside world. 

The agreement states that bor- 
der trade should make up 20 per 
cent of overall bilateral trade, 
Tanjug said. This amounted to 
only $63 million in 1 987, due to a 
drought in Albania which 
prevented it from meeting its 
contracts, according to Tanjug. 

Tanjug said border trade was 
one of the forms of cooperation 
proposed at the first-ever meet- 
ing of Balkan f oreign mi nisters i n 
Belgrade last February, in which 
Albania participated. 


Non-Opec Mexico, China agree to cut exports 


Prospects uncertain for oil talks 



VIENNA, April 25, (Reuter): 
When Opec meets producers 
from outside the organisation in 
Vienna this week, the chances 
that their unprecedented talks 
will produce effective steps to 
boost oil prices are uncertain, 
analysts say. 

They also say they are unsure 
whether the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) can still call the shots on 
oil prices, and pointed to the fact 
that Opec called this week's 
meeting with seven non-Opec 
producers as a sign ofits limits. 

The seven non-Opec 
producers invited to Tuesday’s 
talks — Angola, China, Colom- 
bia, Egypt, Malaysia, Mexico 
and Oman — met recently in 
London to discuss waysofboost- 
ing the market. 

Between them the seven 


produce a little overeight million 
barrels per day (bpd), of which 
they export about half. 

Oil prices this year have been 
as much as $4 a barrel below 
Opec’s reference price of $18. A 
key reason is that producers are 
pumping more oil than the rest of 
the world wants. 

“The meeting must give an 
indication that there will be some 
sort of production cu L in order to 
keep oil prices up," Dillard 
Spriggs, of Petroleum Analysis 
Lid, said in New York. 

"But I don't think the 
statement they make will have 
much meat on it," he added. 

One reason, London stock- 
brokers Phillips and Drew sug- 
gest in a recent report is that any 
pumping slowdown non-Opec 
producers offer — the report says 
an offer of a five per cent produc- 


tion cuts is likely — will be con- 
ditional on Opec support. 

That may not come 
immediately. 

“The most likely scenario for 
Opec is to say they will continue 
talks with non-Opec producers 
and if they Qeed to change quotas 
they will do so at ihe full minis- 
terial meeting in June," said 
Vahan Zanoya n of Petroleum 
Finance Co. 

Output 

Opec’s 13 members normally 
meet in Vienna in June and 
December to study the market 
and decide on any changes in 
production levels they think 
necessary to boost prices. 

And then there is the question 
of what Opec will cut. 

Opec pumped an estimated 
17.4 million bpd in March, well 
above its overall output ceiling of 


15.06 million bpd agreed last 
December, industry sources said. 

That agreement excluded Iraq 
which refused to sign the produc- 
tion pact as it wanted parity with 
its Gulf war foe Iran. Iraq pumps - 
around 2.5 million bpd, the sour- 
ces estimated. 

Changes 

"Will Opec cut from its quota 
levels, or down to its quota 
level?" said Sarah Emerson, an 
analyst with the US-based firm 
Energy Security Analysis Inc. 

"The talks are aimed at string- 
ing the market along but at some 
point fundamentals will take 
hold ... prices will reflect over- 
supply," she said. 

The April 26 and 27 Opec/non- 
Opec talks are due to be followed 
on April 28 by a "consultative 
conference" of all! 3 Opec mem- 
bers which could reconvene as an 


emergency meeting and approve 
changes in production levels, oil 
analysts said. 

But producers like Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait and the United 
Arab Emirates are known to 
oppose cuts in quotas, they said. 

Opec ‘hawks’ Iran and Algeria 
have favoured cuts but Iran 
recently seems to have softened 
its stance, they added. 

Non-Opec Mexico and China 
.have said they are willing to cut 
exports if an agreement can be 
reached with Opec, while Nor- 
way also outside the organisa- 
tion, has said it will continue 
curbs on its output. 

Major non-Opec producers 
Britain and the United States, 
however, have not been invited 
to Tuesday's meeting. They have 
often said they are unwilling to 
interfere with market forces. 


Travel agencies also thriving as tours become cheaper 

Europeans going to US in record numbers 


FRANKFURT, April 25, (AP): 
Spurred by the low dollar and 
cheaper air fares, Europeans 
from Scandinavia to Spain are 
rediscovering the new world and 
are expected to set a new record 
this year for US visits. 

Tourist visa applications are 
flooding US consulates across 
Western Europe, and tour 
operators say the number of 
bookings is sharply up from last 
year’s record. 

“The numbers (of visa 
applicants) are increasing 
dramatically," said Ira Levy, 
chief of the non-immigrant visa 
branch at the US embassy in 
London. 

Donald Mudd, chief of con- 
sular services at the USconsulate 
in Frankfurt, said the consulate 
issued about 600,000 tourist 
visas last year. 


"We expect a 30-50 per cent 
rise this year and this pretty much 
reflects the rest of Western 
Europe," Mudd told the 
Associated Press. 

The Association of European 
Airlines, which includes 21 major 
airline companies, said the total 
□umber of Europeans flying to 
the United States has increased 
about 48 per cent since 1 985. 

According to the latest statis- 
tics available to the Brussels- 
based Association, 7.2 million 
Europeans took flights to the 
United States from January to 
October 1 987. 

Officials across Western 
Europe polled by the AP said the 
first two months of this year 
indicate that 1988 will be a boom 
year for travel to the United 
States.

More restructuring needed 

Brighter outlook for^ 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 25. 
(AP): The world's biggest steel- 
makers said yesterday that years 
of restructuring, marked by mas- 
sive layoffs and a search for new 
products and technologies, have 
improved the outlook for their 
sector. 

At a board of directors meet- 
ing of the International Iron and 
Steel Institute, they said the 
industry's outlook is positive but 
that more restructuring was 
needed. 

IISI chairman David M. 
Roderick, who is also head of 
USX Corp, the largest US steel- 
maker, said American producers 
have restored “competivity by 
extensive restructuring, spinoffs 
of marginal operations ... and 
major efforts to develop and 
defend steel markets." 

P Research 

A joint research programme of 
US steel and car makers has 
shown steel to be “the most econ- 
omic material” for use in cars, he 
said. 

While plastics were once 
thought to be cheaper in a 
production of fewer than 1 00,000 
cars a year, tests at US car plants 
have shown steel to be “the most 
competitive material" in a 
production of as low as 35,000 
cars, he said. 

Jan D. Hooglandt, head of 


Holland's Hoogovens Group 
BV and an IISI vice president, 
said since 1980 there have been 
significant job loses and produc- 
tion cuts. 

As a result, “the outlook for 
steel remains positive in Europe 
(although) further restructuring 
is required,” he said. 

Hiroshi Sailo, head of Japan's 
Nippon Steel Corp., said new 
technologies are reducing output 
costs and surplus production 
capacity. 

Operations 

He said Nippon Steel has 
invested in technologies that 
reduce some production opera- 
tions from several days to a few 
minutes. 

Also “new products have been 
introduced to the market” with 
new characteristics, including 
“vibration and noise suppres- 
sion, electromagnetic shielding 
and decorative functions,” he 
said. 

Steel makers across the world 
have in recent years cut output 
and their work forces. In the 
United Slates alone, 216,000 
steel workers — 55 percent of the 
work force — have been laid off 
since 1981, Roderick said. 

The IISI estimates 1988 world 
steel demand to reach 764 million 
meLric tons, 10 million tons over 


1987 and 39 million tons more 
than in 1986. The 1988 rise in 
demand follows a4percentjump 
in 1987 consumption. 

Producers in the IISI survey 
account for 59 per cent of 1 987 
world production and about 97 
per cent of world output exclud- 
ing the Soviet Union and other 
East bloc countries. China and 
North Korea. 

The March output increase 
was led for the third consecutive 
month by the United States 
where output rose 19 per cent to 


7.95 million tons. 

The European Economic 
Communi-y’s production rose 
by 3.7 per cent (to 1 1 .65 million 
tons), Japan’s rose by 9.8 per cent, 
(to 8.77 million tons) and South 
Korea recorded a 29 per cent 
jump in output (to 1.59 million 
tons). 

In the first quarter of 1988, 
steel output of the non-Com- 
munist nations rose by 14 per 
cent to 1 16.7 million tons com- 
pared with the same period of 
1987, the IISI said.

KONYA. Turkey, April 25, (Reuter): Turkey plans to give all 
civil servants and pubfir sector employees inflation linked pay 
rises every six months from July, a cabinet minister said yester- 
day. "We will never let ■ hit civil servants and workers be drowned 
by inflation,” State MI aister Abdullah Teneked told reporters in 
the central city of Konya. The new system, likely to dampen 
widespread trade union-led unrest, will start on J nly 1. Teneked, 
quoted by the Anatolian News Agency, did not say which inflation 
rate would be used to Calculate new rises — consumer price 
inflation currently r unning at an animal rate of 70 per cent or 
wholesale inflation, now 65 per cent. Prime Minister Turgut 
OzaFs government has ordered rises of up to 10 per cent on prices 
of many state-controlled goods and services since November to 
cut a ballooning budget deficit. 

Trade unions have threatened mass strikes from May unless 
wages are brought into line with inflation and the minunmn 
monthly salary of 74,500 lira ($60) is raised. 

The average monthly wage for a factory worker is 90,000 lira 
($72) and a middle to senior ranking civil servants can expect to 
take borne about 500,000 lira ($400). 

French managers accused of 
high-tech exports to Moscow 

PARIS, April 25, (Renter): T wo former heads of France’s leading 
manufacturers of industrial equipment have been charged with 
breaking a Western ban on exporting sensitive technology to the 
Soviet Union, legal officials said on Thursday. They said Jean- 
Paul Chamouton. the former chairman of Machine Francaise 
Lourde (MLF) and Loms Tardi, ex-chairman of subsidiary 
Forest-Line, were accused last week of “supplying the agents of a 
foreign power with information.” Two chief executives working 
for the two firms were arrested on the same charges. The four men 
have been remanded in custody. The arrests followed a long police 
investigation into the firm's activities, the officials said. 

The Western trade watchdog body Cocom asked the French 
government last year to account for shipments of modern 
propeller-nulling machines to the Soviet Union in the mid-1970s 
by the forest-line, then called ratier forest. 

The request came after Japanese computer giant Toshiba, 
itself facing international condemnation for s elling technology 
allowing Moscow to build quieter midear submarines, said ratier 
forest had made similar sales several years before. 

The officials said recent sales by the two French firms were also 
being investigated. 

Cocom (the Coordinating Committee for Multinational 
Export Controls), which groups Japan and all Nato members 
except Iceland, draws up fists of strategically useful technology 
and tries to prevent its export to Warsaw Pact conn tries. 

US hotel chain quits S. Africa 

JOHANNESBURG, April 25, (Reuter): The US Westin Hotel 
chain said last week it was joining the list of foreign companies 
leaving Sooth Africa by ending a contract to manage Johannes- 
burg's best-known hotel, the Carlton. Hotel general manager 
Patrick Kelly said the departure of Westin Hotels and resorts 
from South Africa came in response to rising pressure from the 
US anti-apartheid lobby. “It was not Westin's desire to pull out,” 
Kelly, a Westin employee, told a news conference. “In recent 
months the anti-Sonth Africa sentiment has increased substan- 
tially in the United States,” Kelly said, adding "we can’t avoid it 
any longer.” The 670-room hotel's Sooth African owners, Anglo 
American Properties Ltd, wifi keep it open, although Carlton has 
lost money for the past three years and its 1987 room occupancy 
rate was just 47 per cent. Like most major South African hotels, 
the Carlton, which towers over central Johannesburg, accepts 
guests of all races. More than 140 US companies have withdrawn 
from South Africa over the past two years, including such giants 
as International Business Machines Corp-, General Motors 
Corp-, Coca-Cola Co. and Eastman Kodak Co. About 160 
American companies still operating in South Africa are raider 
increasing pressure to leave because of this country's apartheid 
race policies.

Jim Manzi, the 36 -yeaf-old 
chairman of the computer soft- 
ware firm Lotus Development 
Corp, topped the list with 1 987 
salary and stock options of $26.3 
million. 

Chrysler Corp chairman Lee 
lacocca, even after 56 million pay 
cut, was ranked second witn 
SI 7.9 million, a figure that led 
United Auto Workers vice 
president Marc Stepp to call 
Chrysler "selfish, greedy and 
insensitive.”

“What bothers me is 
that accompanying this high pay 
for high pen ormance ought to be 
high risk,” he said. 

“The real abuse may lie with 
someone making a scant $2 
million to $3 million a year but 
who has delivered zilch to share- 
holders,” Crystal said. “That’s 
the guy you should be hanging 
from the Kghtpole.” 

Of the 25 top-paid executive 
surveyed by Business Week, all 
but two got most of their money 
by cashing in slock options at 
prices fixed previously and often 
far below the current value of the 
shares. 

Options 

“Accountants have been hold- 
ing a sale of (executive) stock 
options since 1950s,” said Crys- 
tal.

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Bony has 46.6 po of 
Irving, extends offer 


NEW YUKN, Apr 
( Reuter): The Bank of New York 
(Bony) said yesterday it had 46.6 
per cent of the shares of Irving 
Bank and had extended its hos- 
tile tender offer for five days. 

The new deadline is next Wed- 
nesday at 5 pm (2200 GMT). 

The announcement was the 
latest move by Bony to beat out 
Irving’s newly found white- 
knight, Banca Commerciale 
Italiana (BCI), for control of the 
company. 

Bony said that as of! he close of 
business on Friday, 7,684,394 
Irving shares, or 46.6 per cent, 
had been validly tendered and 
not withdrawn. 

Advances 

Irving has been fighting 
Bony's advances since Septem- 
ber 1987. Analysts value Bony's 
takeover offer for all Irving 
shares — 1.575 shares common 
stock and SI 5 cash per Irving 
share — at about S65. 

Bony has set several condi- 
tions which must be met before it 
is obligated to control Irving, 
including elimination of 'poison 
pill' . provisions in Irving's 
bylaws. 

Bony is also waging a proxy 
fight to gain control of Irving's 
board of directors. 

Irving lawyer Irving Falise 
told Reuters at the company’s 


annual meeting yesterday that 
Bony's tender offer extension 
was a clear attempt to buy time to 
acquire the 50 per cent of I rving it 
needs to force a merger. 

Shares 

“Obviously, Bank of New 
York extended the tenderoffer to 
get more shares in,” Falise said. 

But hesaid Bony ran the risk of 
losing tenders while the window 
remained open. 

“Obviously, if a better com- 
peting offer is made by another 
party, or if shareholders that 
have tendered their shares 
change their minds, all or part 
can be withdrawn prior to the 
expiration date,” hesaid. 

Irving’s board has approved 
an offer by BCI, a Milanese bank 
with more than $60 billion in 
assets, of $75 cash per share for 
45 percent of Irving. 

Most analysts see Bony's offer 
as superior. Merrill Lynth 
analyst Lawrence Cohn said on 
Friday: “Based on what I have 
seen so far, Banca Commerciale 
can’t afford to raise the bid or is 
unwilling to." 

New York State Supreme 
Court Judge Herman Cahn on 
Friday ordered lrvingto convene 
its annual meeting yesterday and 
adjourn it until May 6, when he 
said polls for the proxy fight 
would close.

MUSCAT. Oman, April 25. 
(AP): State-controlled oil 
reserves in Oman have reached a 
record levelof 4.075 billion 
barrels, a spokesman for the 
Petroleum Development Oman 
Company said yesterday. 

This followed an intensive 
three-year exploration pro- 
gramme which has yielded 
“good results," an oil ministry 
official said. 

Both the PDO spokesman and 
the ministry official requested 
anonymity. 

Major finds in southern Oman 
at Thamoud, Al Buij and Sad- 
dad and in the north at Yibals 
KhufT contributed to the new 
level, according to the central 
bank’s monthly publication. 
There were also finds in Central 
Oman at Ramlat Rawl, Alam 
and Qarat Al Milh, the magazine 
Al Markazi reported in its April 
edition. .... 

■ But they are not expected to 
affect Oman’s production ceil- 
ing, it said. 


Production 


The government, which has 60 
per cent shares in PDO, cut 
production by 5 per cent to 
536,750 barrels per day in 
February in support of an effort 
to stabilise world oil prices by the 
13-nation Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries.

Texas official 
offers to cut 
oil output 
by lOpc 

HOUSTON, April 25. (Reuter): 
Texas Railroad Commissioner 
Kent Hance, who will attend this 
.week's meeting of Opec and non- 
Opec oil producers in Vienna, 
said on Friday Texas might help 
boost oil prices by cutting output 
up to 10 percent. 

The comission regulates Texas 
oil production, which totals 
about (wo million barrels per 
day. 

Hance said he met Opec 
president Rilwanu Lukman in 
London earlier this month and 
discussed the possibility of Texas 
taking part in the effort of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries to boost 
world oil prices by reducing out- 
put. 

Suggestion 

Hance, who was speaking on 
Friday to the Petroleum Equip- 
ment Suppliers Association 
annual meeting, did not say how 
the Opec president reacted to bis 
suggestion at their meeting. 

in the past, US Department of 
Energy has firmly ruled out any 
participation in manipulating 
the world oil market. 

But because the Texas 
Railroad Commission is respon- 
sible for conserving the state's 
resources, it could order produc- 
tion cutbacks in the name of con- 
servation, Hance said. 

The commission sets the 
amount of oil to be produced 
each month from all Texas oil 
wells. From the 1 930s to the early 
1970s, its decisions on statewide 
production quotas essentially 
determined world oil prices. 

The Railroad Commission has 
sought official observer status to 
attend all Opec meetings, Hance 
said. 

He says his cutback proposals 
have broad grassroots support. 
One Texas oilman, he said, told 
him he would “rather have 90 per 
cent of $20 than 100 per cent of 
SI 3. referring to the price of a 
barrel of oil." 

Hance, a former US Congress- 
man, also proposed that the 
Railroad Commission monitor 
Opec production because the 
commission “the best monitor- 
ing system in the world." 

“We can certainly help seL up a 
programme to see who is living 
up to the Opec quota system and 
who is not," he said.

Japan making 
strides 


WASHINGTON, April 25, 
(AP): Pending loans totalling, 
more than $3 billion aimed at 
raising living standards in 20 
countries also may harm people 
in those countries and damage 
their natural resources, a govern- 
ment agency says. 

Or particular concern are 
projects that would dam up big 
1 rivers in the tropics, build roads 
into undeveloped parts of the 
world or try to develop rural 
areas, according to the US 
Agency for International 
Development. 

US law requires the agency to 
draw up a list of loans proposed 
by international lending institu- 
tions and which it considers dan- 
gerous, and distribute it to mem- 
bers of those institutions — such 
as Japan and Western European 
countries. 

Loans 

An advance copy obtained by 
the Associated Press indicated 3 1 
such loans in the planning stage 
would dole out at least S3 billion 
— and possibly much more. 

No estimates were available 
for five of the loans. Others were 
earmarked for major projects on 


which the banks already have 
made loans and may make more 
in the future. 

The United States is the big- 

f st contributor to the World 
ank, which is a major source of 
sucb loans to poor countries. 

One of the biggesL World Bank 
loans on the list would provide 
S420 million for a dam on India's 
Narmada river, second only to 
the Ganges in sacredness to Hin- 
dus. The dam eventually would 
displace 120,000 people, irrigate 
300.000 hectares (about 720,000 
acres) of land and generate 1 ,000 
megawatts of electricity. 

Project 

The agency says the project 
also could increase the risk of 
earthq uakes, of wa terlogging the 
soil and of transmitting water- 
borne diseases including malaria 
and cholera. There would be 
40,000 hectares (96,000 acres) 
cleared of forest and submerged. 

“We continue to have con- 
cerns about this project and will 
pursue them again with (World) 
Bank management as one of our 
top priorities to see what actions 
to address our concerns will be 
taken,'' the agency said. 


But it added: “We do not con- 
sider the list aH-inclusive.” 

Six of the Loans would go to 
Indonesia, including one for 
SI 20 million to assist in an 
Indonesian government effort 
that bas moved over 1 2 million 
families out of the overpopulated 
islands of Java and Bali. The US 
agency says it is worried about 
insufficient help to people being 
moved, displacement- of .those 
who already live near the new 
settlements, danger to water sup- 
ply and to wildlife. 

Support 

Another controversial project 
involves the World Bank's con- 
tinued support for a major over- 
haul of Brazil's electric power 
system. This would include a 
loan of S500 million. 

The agency says it is concerned 
about the impact on Brazil's 
Indian populations and its “sen- 
sitive ecosystem-” British and 
West German officials joined the 
Americans in talking to the 
bank's management in January, 
and were told that the loan had 
been delayed until September or 
October, mostly for economic 


Trade bill veto threat ‘a mistake’ 


WASHINGTON, April 25, 
(Reuter): President Reagan is 
making a serious mistake by 
threatening to veto a sweeping 
trade bill as Congress would be 
unlikely to pass another version 
this year, the chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee said 
yesterday. 

Senator Lloyd Bentsen, in a 
television interview, criticised 
theadministration’s stance as the 
Senate prepared to vote this 
week, possibly on Tuesday, on a 
trade bill approved 312-107 by 
the House of Representatives 
last Thursday. 

The White House says the 
President will not sign die bill 
into law, partly because he 
objects to a provision requiring 
60 days' advance notice of major 
plant closings and layoffs. 

The bill, three years in the 
making, is intended to open 
foreign markets to US goods by 
requiring retaliation against 
countries that violate inter- 
national trade pacts. It also 
includes measures for retraining 
US workers who lose their jobs 
because of import competition 


and gives more bargaining auth- 
ority to the US trade represen- 
tative. 

Congressional leaders say the 
bill is essential to help lower the 
US deficit on trade with the rest 
of the world, which exceeded 
SI70 billion last year. 

“I think it’s a high-risk policy 
to risk the entire trade bill over 
this one issue (60 days's notice), 
said Bentsen, who led Senate 
negotiations with House mem- 
bers that led to the sweeping 
1, 100-page trade bill. 

“Y ou nave hundreds of issues, 
many things involved in there for 
American workers and 
American business, and we're 
trying to turn this trade deficit 
around," Bentsen said. 

Surpluses 

“To risk it ail on this one issue 
that's a commonsense issue, 
that's a humane policy, 1 think is 
a serious mistake." 

In response to questions, Bent- 
sen said it was outrageous for 
Japan to claim ihe trade 
proposals were racist because 
they aimi at lowering Japan's 
surplus on trade. 


He said Japan spent an 
estimated $60 million lobbying 
against the bill in Washington 
last year and that countries with 
trade surpluses like Japan and 
West Germany would rejoice if it 
was vetoed by the President. 

If the President vetoes the bill, 
Bentsen said. Congress “would 
have a very difficult time and it’s 
high risk whether we can (pass a 
new bill) this year.” 

Congress can override a 
presidential veto with a two- 
thirds vote in each House. 

IDB lends 
to Pakistan, 
Tunis 

BAHRAIN, April 25, (Reuter): 
The Islamic Development Bank 
(IDB) signed an agreement at its 
headquarters in Jeddah on Sun- 
day to lend Pakistan $20 million 
to import palm oil, an IDB 
statement said. 

It also signed an agreement to 
lend Tunis 537 million to import 
chemicals.

TOKYO, April 25, (AP): Japan 
has made great strides in trying 
to prevent sales of banned high 
technology items to Soviet bloc 
countries, but there still is a> 
potential for further violations, a 
US State Department official 
said yesterday. 

Allan Wendt, senior represen- 
tative for strategic technology 
policy, spent two days discussing 
issues related to the coordinating 
committee for export to Com- 
munist nations (Cocom), which 
governs the sales of restricted 
items by Western countries. 

The talks included Japanese 
concerns that the US Congress 
will retaliate against Toshiba 
Machine Co. for selling banned 
equipment to the Soviet Union 
that enabled the Soviets to build 
quieter submarines, Wendt said. 

Improvements 

The two sides also discussed 
improvements in the Japanese 
export system, cooperation in 
implementing export controls 
and cooperative areas of enfor- 
cement, plus streamlining con- 
trol lists, cooperation from third 
countries and the liberalisation 
of export controls for China. 

Wendt said Japan has enacted 
a new law that toughens the pen- 
alties against violators, and said 
2,200 Japanese companies have 
established internal controls to 
prevent further violations. 

“I certainly hope -there will 
never be another Toshiba 
machine-type case, which 
everyone knows was an 
egregious violation," he said. “I 
think there will continue to be 
violations of the Cocom rules. I 
think it would be unrealistic not 
to expect violations ... human 
greed has been with us for a long 
time and is unlikely to disap- 
pear," he said.

Banks urged to boost lending to indebted Arab countries 


This is the second part of the 
article “Arabs introduce 
debt management stra- 
tegies.” The first part of the 
article appeared in the Arab 
Times on April 25, Monday. 

The growing size of Arab 
external debt since the earh 
1970s is indicative of the widen- 
ing gap between the countries' 
export earnings and their import 
requirements. The level of Arab 
indebtedness has also increased 
in dollar terms during the last 
three years with the US currency 
losing dose to 50 per cent of iis 
val ue against some of the curren- 
des in which. Arab countries have 
chosen to borrow. 

At the same time, net new lend- 
ing has contracted from $4.2 
billion in 1982 to $3.0 billion in 

1986. Substantial principal 
repayments have been made dur- 
ing this period with gross disbur- 
sements sialic at around SI0 
billion annually. 

Ability 

Various indicate* may be 
considered wher messing the 
ability of a countiy to borrow 
externally. These are: (a) 
Solvency indicators which reflect 
the structural strength and 
overall stability of the economy 
(debt/GDP and debt/export ear- 
nings): and (b) Liquidity 
indicators (debt service ratio, 
reserves in months of import 
coverage and liquidity gap ratio), 
measures the adequacy of a 
country’s export earnings and its 
international reserves to meet its 
current external obligations, 
principally to pay for its imports 
and service in debt. 

The debt service ratio is 
defined as total debt service 
payments (actual payment of 
principal plus interest) to earning 


from exports of goods and 
services (current account earn- 
ings). 

-The liquidity gap ratio is 
defined as the ratio of short-term 
debt less current account deficit 
to export earnings. 

The Arab debt burden has 
been steadily increasing in the 
eighties. Between 1982-1986 the 
average ratio of total external 
debt to gross national product 
for the group ofhighly indebted 
Arab countries rose from 47.4 
per cent, well into the high range 
by conventional standards. 

Earnings 

• Another solvency indicator, 
the average ratio of debt lo 
current account earnings, was 
also on the rise for the group of 
indebted Arab countries. This 
ratio rose from an acceptable 1 79 
per oent in 1 982 to a poor 203 per 
cent in 1984 and to a critical 365 
per cent in 1986. Slow export 
growth and lower invisible earn- 
ings in the form of workers’ 
remittances and official transfers 
have undermined current 
account revenues in the last few 
years and contributed to the high 
debt to current account ratios of 
several indebted Arab countries. 

While the solvency indicators 
point to a rising debt burden for 
certain high indebted Arab coun- 
tries as well as for the group as a 
whole, the overwhelming official 
and concessionary nature of 
Arab external debt has resulted 
in a relatively low, albeit increas- 
ing, debt servicing burden. 

Reserves 

In addition, the emergence of 
official debt management 
strategies (rescheduling) and un- 
official ones (arrears build-up) 
have considerably eased the 
Arab debt burden. 

The other liquidity indicators 


are the ratio of foreign reserves to 
average monthly import 
coverage and liquidity gap ratio. 
Based on IMF statistics, by the 
end of 1987 most of the Arab 
\ countries had enough reserves to 
cover more than two months of 
import cover. 

Only four countries had a 
liquidity gap ratio higher than 60 
indicating that the region's short 
term debt is still manageable. 
Given the debt profile levels out- 
standing by the end of 1986, Iasi 
year marked the peak of debt 
servicing burden for the Arab 
debtor countries as a whole. 

After reaching S14.8 billion in 

1 987. debl service is projected by 
the World Bank to decline to 
S14.5 billion in 1988 and 514.4 
billion in 1989. By 1991. total 
debt service for the group will be 
stored to the 1986 level of 10.6 
billion. 

For the Arab debtor countries 
as a whole external debl is 
primarily of a long term nature. 
In 1986. 82.5' per cent of total 
external debt was long term, 1 5.3 
per cent was short term and 2.2 
per cent was IMF credit (less 
than 18 months), all close to the 
average for the 1982-1986 
period. 

' Lower 

Moreoever, this long term 
debl is primarily public or publi- 
cly guaranteed debt, with private 
non-guaraoteed debt practically 
non-exisiem. In 1986 only SI. 3 
billion was private nonguaran- 
teed long lerm debt and was 
mainly accounted for in Egypt. 
Morocco and T unisia. 

According to the Unified Arab 
Monetary Report published by 
the Arab Monetary Fund in 

1988, total loans extended to the 
Arab debtor countries from 
official sources reached 537.1 
billion during the period 1980- 


1985, with a yearly average of 
S6. 1 8 billion, slightly lower than 
the yearly average of 56.18 
billion slightly lower than the 
yearly average of S6.40 billion 
during the period 1975-1979. 
Saudi Arabia was the largest 
creditor accounting for an 
average of around 69 per cent of 
the total, followed by Kuwait (20 
per cent), UAE (6.3 per cent) and 
Qatar 1.5 per cent). Bilateral aid 
and loans were by far larger than 
those offered by the multilateral 
development institutions, 
accounting for an average of 
around 83.4 pier cent of total soft 
loans extended. 

What characterises transfers 
from official Arab sources is 
theirsoft term nature. Close to 50 
per cent of the credit extended is 
in the form of aid and grants 
while the loan portion of these 
transfer? is of a concessionary 
nature to be repaid over periods 
ranging between 10 and 20 years 
with interest rates far below the 
commercial levels. 

Among the Arab countries 
receiving subsidised loans from- 
the various Arab development 
Funds. Jordan was the largest 
borrower drawing close to SI .6 
billion by the end of 1 986 or 1 2.5 
per cent of the total loans exten- 
ded. Morocco came next with 
1 1. 4 per cent of the total, Tunisia 
(1 1 per cent(. South Yemen (9.9 
per cent), Algeria (8.4 per cent), 
Sudan (8.3 per cent) and 5yria 
(6.1 percent). 

While the short-term outlook 
for the highly indebted Arab 
countries remains bleak, the lon- 
ger term prospectus are more 
encouraging especially if the 
required structural adjustments 
are implemented. 

A global recession is not 
expected in 1988. nevertheless 
economic activities will be less 


robust than in the previous two 
years, and the possibility of a 
worldwide economic slowdown 
looms higher for 1989. 

Demand for oil, agricqltural 
products, phosphates and other 
commodities that generate most 
of the indebted Arab countries’ 
export revenues will again be res- 
tricted by global conditions. 

The US dollar, the currency in 
which most of these exports are 
denominated, has not yet bot- 
tomed and is expected to weaken 
further in the course of 1988. 

Lending 

Arab banks and financial ins- 
titutions are being called upon to 
increase their lending to the 
indebted Arab countreis to help 
them service their debt and cover 
additional financing require- 
ments. 

It is doubtful whether the 
major Arab international banks 
would be able to contribute 
much more in this respect. 

To stem capital flight, con- 
sidered an important cause of 
external Arab debl, the indebted 
Arab countries need to provide a 
stable political and economic 
environment and reduce domes- 
tic uncertainties. 

An over-valued exchange rate 
makes foreign assets seem cheap, 
raises the risk of devaluation of 
national currencies and 
encourages capital oufiow. High 
inflation rates create uncertainty 
as well, which together with 
repressive interest rate policy 
render real interest rates low or 
even negative. 

Eliminating fiscal deficits and 
maintaining positive real interest 
rate and realistic foreign 
exchange policy will go a long 
way towards reducing capital 
flight and provide a substitute for 
foreign borrowing.

Against the pound sterling, 
the KD was Easier ending at 
515.86 fils compared with its 
week before last dosingof 506.46 
fils. 

The KD was slightly easier 
against the DM ending the week 
at 163.82 fils compared with its 
week before last closing of 1 62.43 
fils. . 

The KD ended the week easier 
against the SFR closing at 1 98.35 
compared with its week before 
last closing at 196.10 fils. As 
against the Jordanian dinar, the 
KD firmer, ending the week 
lower at 796.21 fils compared 
with its week before last dosing 
of 799.27 fils. The KD was sligh- 
tly firmer against the GCC 
currencies. 

World stocks 

Wall Street stock prices weak- 
ened over last wek as the Mideast 
dash between the US and Iran 
disturbed investors and there 
was no new developments to stir 
the market with the dollar being 
directionless, providing little 
guidance. 

Prices fell through the 2000 
level before recovering later in 
the week on futures-related 
programme activity. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average opened the week at 2000 
and closed at 2015, near the 
previous week's closing level of 
2014. 

Shares prices on the London 
Stock Exchange fluctuated over 
last week and ended lower on 
recently reduced bid activity, lit- 
tle hope of a cut in UK base rates 
following worse-than-expected 
UK March bank lending and 
money supply data which poin- 
ted to inflationary pressure buil- 
ding up in the UK economy, and 
fears of possible large rights 
issues in the new account all 
weighed heavily on market sen- 
timent. 

The FTSE- 100 opened the 
week at 1788 and closed at 1776. 
unchanged from its previous 
week's closing. 

US dollar 

The US dollar was generally 
mixed against other major 
currencies and traded in a 
narrow range except against the 
pound sterling which surged 
against the USS to its highest 
level since 1981. 

The Fed is said to have 
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doUar (which reached its 3-year 
high against US dollar at 81-12 
cents). 

Fed Vice Chairman Manual 
Johnson’s remarks slightly boos- 
ted the dollar as he said the Fed 
has adjusted its current policy to 
be more responsive to economic 
development. 

The US dollar wasn't respon- 
sive to data showing increased 
inflation as evidenced by US 
March consumer price index 
which rose above market expec- 
tation by 0.5 per cent and stood 
3.9 percent above a year ago level 
after a 0.2 per cent rise in Feb 
with advances in apparel, food, 
transportation and energy prices 
responsible for the rise. 

Japanese yen 

The Japanese yen __ tone 
remained strong though it was 
locked in a narrow trading range 
against the US dollar openingthe 
week at 124.20/30 yen and end- 
ing the week at 124.75/85 yen 
slightly lower compared to its 
week before last closing of 
123.90/00 yen. The market was 
cautious on possible concerted 
central banks intervention. 

Bank of Japan allowed 
seasonal rise in its one-month 
and two-month commercial bill 
rates. Sumita, governor of the 
Ra nk of Japan, said that current 
FX rates are basically stable des- 
pite the renewed dollar weakness 
lately. 

Duetsche mark 

The mark was mostly stable' 
against US dollar opening the 
week at 1.6600/10 marks but 
ended slightly easier at 1.6745/55 
marks around its week before

Doping controls to be 
reinforced for Games 


LAUSANNE, Switzerland, 
April 25, (Reuter): Anti-doping 
controls will be reinforced for the 
Seoul Olympics this summer and 
offenders could be banned for 
■several Games afterwards, a sen- 
ior Olympic official said yester- 
day. 

Prince Alexandre de Merode, 
Belgian vice-president of the 
International Olympic Commit- 
tee (IOC), told a news con- 
ference: “anti-doping measures 
will be very strict in Seoul.” 

Speaking after the final meet- 
ing of the IOC executive board 
before the Seoul Olympics start- 
ing on September 1 5, De Merode 
said increased sanctions against 
offenders had been discussed and 
that as well as the 1988 Games 
“we will reserve the right to 
impose sanctions for several 
Olympic Gaines.” 

Regulations 

De Merode, the chairman of 
the IOC medical commission, 
also said any of the 21 IOC- 
accredited laboratories con- 
travening regulations on dope- 
testing would be struck off the 
IOC list. 

IOC president Juan Antonio 
Samaranch told the news con- 
ference no further word had been 
received from North Korea, 
which-is boycott! ng the Olympics 
because its demand to co-host 
the event was not fully accepted 
by the IOC and its southern 


neighbour. 

The organisers would only 
agree to North Korea staging 1 1 
events. 

But Samaranch said the door 
remained open for North Korea 
and the five other countries not 
participating in the Games — 
Cuba, Ethiopia, Albania, 
Nicaragua and the Seychelles — 
to change their minds. 

A record 161 nations have 
accepted invitations to the Seoul 
Olympics, at which the United 
States and the Soviet Union will 
compete with each other for the 
first time in 12 years after their 
respective boycotts of the Mos- 
cow and Los Angeles Games. 

Questioned about a possible 
boycott by black African coun- 
tries protesting over the par- 
ticipation of South African-born 
British runner Zola Budd, 
Samaranch said this was strictly 
a matter for the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation. 

He said the IOC had always 
supported the fight against apar- 
theid and was the first inter- 
national sports organisation to 
ban South Africa because of its 
apartheid policy.

Committee to investigate Budd’s eligibility to run for Britain 


LONDON, April 25, (Reuter): 
British athletics’ governing body 
delayed an immediate decision 
on South African-born runner 
Zola Budd yesterday, instead set- 
ting up a committee of inquiry to 
investigate her eligibility to run 
for Britain. 

The British Amateur Athletic 
Board (BAAB) announced its 
action after meeting for two and 
a half hours to discuss the April 
16 directive by the International 
Amateur Athletic Federation 
(IAAF) to ban the 21 -year-old 
athlete for 12 months. 

The IAAF called for the ban 
because of Budd’s involvement 
in an athletics meeting in South 
Africa last year. 

Decision 

The BAAB said a three-mem- 
ber committee, under an 
independent chairman, would 
report back on May 21 after 
hearing evidence from Budd. 
This date means the BAAB's 
decision must come after the one- 
month deadline set by the IAAF 
to take action. 

Budd will be asked not to take 
part in competitions under inter- 
national rules while the commit- 
tee carries out its investigation. 

The IAAF has said that if 
Budd is not banned it will con- 
sider suspending the BAAB, 
which would mean British ath- 
letes being barred from inter- 
national competition, including 
the Seoul Olympics later this 
year. 

A brief statement was read to a 
press conference by BAAB spok-

esman Tony Ward, who said that 
in setting up the committee of 
inquiry the board was not mak- 
ing a decision straightaway on 
Budd's eligibility. 

The committee will have one 
member nominated by the Engl- 
ish Women’s Amateur Athletic 
Association, one by the Men’s 
Amateur Athletic Association 
and an independent chairman. 

“The inquiry will be carried 
out, properly and in accordance 


with natural justice," Ward said. 

“Miss Budd and her advisers 
will be given an opportunity to 
appear before the committee and 
to give evidence.” 

The IAAF insisted yesterday 
that it had not lifted its threat to 
ban British athletes from inter- 
national competition, including 
Septembers Seoul Olympics. 

IAAF secretary John Holt 
said the IAAF stood by the direc- 
tive it issued last weekend that 


BAAB should impose a 12- 
month ban on Budd or risk being 
suspended itself. 

"The matter will be considered 
under rule 1 1, which says that the 
IAAF has the power to caution, 
censure or suspend the British 
Board,” Holt said from Lausane. 

Holt’s comment plunged 
Britain's athletics crisis over 
Budd deeper into confusion after 
it look a mysterious new Lwisi 
earlier in the day. 


BAAB officials clearly 
thought the threat of a ban had 
been withdrawn when they met 
to consider the IAAFs ruling 
Budd. 

BAAB officials learned during 
the week that the lAAF’s 
original resolution had changed 
and a crucial paragraph winch 
threatened suspension had been 
altered in the revised resolution. 

“We have absolutely no idea 
when or why it was changed,” 
said Tony Ward yesterday. “But 
it means the IAAF have lifted 
their threat of suspension of the 
board over this issue.” 

The IAAF are reported to 
have claimed that the original 
resolution was incorrect because 
of a clerical error. 

Budd, two time world cross- 
country champion, has been 
dogged by controversy since 
arriving in Britain in March 1984 
and being granted British citizen- 
ship within two weeks. 

She was involved in a collision 
with American Mary Decker in 
the Olympic 3,000 metres final 
and met with more upset six 
months later when she was for- 
ced offthe course by anti-aparth- 
eid demonstrators at the English 
Cross-country Championships. 

Her failure to meet residential 
qualifications led to her being 
banned from competing at the 
1986 Edinburgh Common- 
wealth Games. She was also for- 
ced to withdraw from this year's 
World Cross-country Cham- 
pionships in New Zealand after 
pressure from the IAAF and 


boycott threats from some 
African countries. 

She is now alleged to have 
violated IAAF rules by attending 
races in Brakpan and Randfon- 
tein last year. 

Meanwhile, Budd described 
herself as a “political pawn." as 
confusion deepened surrounding 
her athletics future. 

Budd said she was "very disap- 
pointed,” that she would not be 
able to compete for a month foll- 
owing her suspension by BAAB. 

“I have been a political pawn,” 
she said. “I want to clear my 
name as soon as possible and 
want the whole thing cleared up 
as quickly as possible.” 

. Her coach John Bryant 
declared that he was encouraged 
by the day's developments. 

“I don’t think the world looks 
as black as it did this time last 
week," said Bryant 

Budd was also in a “much 
more positive frame, of mind 
than she was last weekend,” he 
said. 

He welcomed the BAAB's 
creation of the committee of 
inquiry to probe allegations she 
look part in athletics meetings in 
South Africa last year. 

“Any inquiry which is going to 
get at the truth has got to be good 
news and the fuller itis, the less of 
a case there will be to answer.

Lendl outlasts Jaite for Monte Carlo title Magee wins first GP 


MONTE CARLO. April 25, 
(Reuter): World number one 
Ivan LendU playing his first tour- 
nament in two months, won the 
Monte Carlo Open title when he 
defeated seventh seed Martin 
Jaite of Argentina 5-7 6-4 7r5 6-3 
yesterday. 

Lendl, sidelined since the end 
of February by a stress fracture 
in his right foot, had considera- 
ble difficulty overcoming his 23- 
year-old opponent in a match 
which lasted 3-3/4 hours. 

Strong 

The Czechoslovak top seed 
made several mistakes d uring the 
match but finally proved too 
strong for Jaite and clinched the 
title for the second time, having 
won it the last time he played in 
the tournament in 1985. 

Lendl broke Jaite's service in 
the opening game, but failed to 
capitalise on his advantage, stay- 
ing back to battle it out from the 
baseline. 

Jaite, growing more adven- 
turous, broke back in the sixth 
game and had a chance to take 
the first set at 5-4 but hjVhis 
service return too long.

The Argentine, however, 
made no mistake when he earned 
his second set-point, hitting an 
awkward backhand which Lendl 
could not return: 

Lendl gained an immediate 
break aL the start of the second 


set as the first three games went 
against service, and appeared to . 
be well on his way at 5-2 after 
breaking Jaite again. 

But despite saving five break- 
points, Lendl failed to hold his 
service in the following game. 


and had to wail to the tenth game 
before squaring the match at one 
set all. 

Jaite went 3-1 up in the third 
set when Lendl, in some disarray, 
double-faulted for the third time 
in the match. 

But the Czech, visibly irritated 
by his mistakes, recovered 
quickly and reeled off four games 
in a row to lead 5-3. hitting two 
aces in the eighth game. 

Jaite pulled back to 5-5 but 
dropped his service in the next 
game. Lendl squandered three 
set-points at 6-S, one with 
another double-fault, but staved 
off two break-points to clinch the 
set with an overhead smash. 

Lendl dosed in for the title 
when he broke Jaite in the fifth 
game of the fourth set. 

He earned two match-points 
in the ninth, and although Jaite 
saved the first, he lost the match 
on the second when Lendl beat 
him with a forehand cross-court 
pass. 

Lendl said afterwards: “I had 
so many chances and 1 didn't do 
anything with them. 

“I should have won the first set 


relatively easily. I should have 
won the second set about 6-2, I 
should have won the third set 
about 6-2. The fourth set was the 
only one in which, if someone got 
a chance, he took advantage of 
it." 

Lendl added: “I was really 
annoyed with myself at first. 
Then after the second set I saw 
that he was getting really tired 

and I realised the higher I hit the 
ball the better it is for me. He 
made more errors, so that's whaL 
I tried to do." 

Jaite, beaten by Lendl in their 
two previous encounters in 1985, 
disagreed with Lendl's assess- 
ment of his condition. 

“I was not tired. I was tired 
when I arrived in the locker room 
and sat in my seat after Lhe 
match. Maybe at the end of the 
match I was tired," he said. 

Jaite said the third set had been 
very important. “At 3-1 1 wasn’t 
able to take advantage of the 
situation, then in the fourth set it 
was very difficult 

“He played well but he made 
mistakes — a lot of mistakes in 
the first set." 


JARAMA, Spain, April 25, 
(Reuter): Kevin Magee of Aus- 
tralia won his first motorcycling 
Grand Prix yesterday, narrowly 
defeating former world cham- 
pion Eddie Lawson to take the 
Spanish 500cc on a Yamaha.

Lawson, 29-year- old 
American winner of the US 
Grand Prix in Monterey two 
weeks ago, led from the start but 
was overtaken in the 25th lap and 
then fought a dose battle with 
Magee for the remaining 1 2 laps. 

“It’s just a great, I almost can’t 
believe it," said Magee after the 
race. 

“I was given some advice on 
how to start... it worked pretty 
well and I had to work from 
there," he said. 

Magee had begun the race in 
pole position after impressive 


practice sessions. 

Lawson, top of the world stan- 
dings with 52 points, said: “The 
bike was perfect, he was just a lit- 
tle faster.” 

In the 2 50 cc race, world cham- 
pion Anton Mang was dealt a 
blow to his title defence when his 
Honda skidded on a tight bend 
on the eighth lap. 

The 38-year-old West Ger- 
man, five times champion, was 
not seriously hurt. Spain's Sito 
Pons led throughout on his 
Honda to win and extended his 
lead in the world standings of 26 
points over fourth-placed Mang. 
Pons has 54 ahead of Swiss 
Jacques Cornu on 35. 

World 80cc champion Jorge 
Martinez of Spain started 
favourite to win both the 80cc 
and 125cc races. 

Debut 

Riding a Derbi, he began the 
day with a win in the 125oc div- 
ision, where he was making his 
debut. 

But in the 80cc event Martinez 
was overtaken five laps- from the 
end by Stefan Dorflingerof Swit- 
zerland, who led to the finish.
